WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—It was a sad disap- 
‘potntment to the members of the House whose 
Salaries and private deposits were stolen by 
Cashier Silcott that the House refused to-day 
either to refer their claims to the Court of 
Claims or to make an appropriation to pay the 
amount of the deficit. The discussion was 
marked by strong speeches by Messrs. Oates 
of Alabama, Catchings of Mississippi, Stewart 
of Vermont, Payne of New-York, Payson of 
Illinois, and some others in favorof the com- 
mittee bill, and geveral vigorous speeches in 
opposition by Messrs. McRae of Arkansas, 
Wike of Illinois, Fitch of New-York, and others. 

While the advocates of an appropriation from 
the Treasury laid before the House a formida- 
ble array of facts, arguments, and oitations 
from decisions of courts and from the public 
records of the eountry to show that the Ser- 
geant at Arms is adisbursing officer and that 
the Government ‘is therefore responsible for 
the payment of the amount of salaries drawn 
by Silcots and never paid to the members, a 
majority, including many of the viotims of the 
thief, did not feel that they could afford to pass 
judgment upon their own claims and render 
themselves liable to the oharge of making 
haste to recoup their own losses while thou- 
sands -* private claims against the Govoern- 
—* waited for years for legislative aoc- 
tion. 

Mr. Fitch held that as qotions of law and 
fact were in dispute, and he was personally 
interested to the amount of $1,200 in the pas- 
sage of the bill, he could not consent to decide 
in his own favor py voting for the appropria- 
tion. Besides, the moncy had been drawn From 
the Treasury by Silcott on a receipt voluntarily 
signed by him, and he was unwiliing to disown 
or discredit it. The Government ought not to 
be made to pay for the loss on account of any 
negligence or carelessness on his part. This 
was the view of the matter taken by many 
members, especially on the Democratic side. 

The vote on the proposal to send the claims 
to the courts for decision was defeated by only 
2 votes—yeas, 136; nays, 138. Of the 136 
votes cast for this bill, 37 were Republican and 
99 Democratic. Of the negative votes, 32 
were Democratic and 106 Repeblican. 

The committee’s bill, making an appropri- 
ation to pay the November salaries and au- 
thorizing the payment of private depositors 
out of the funds iert by the late cashiér, was 
defeated by 16 votes. The vote was—yeas, 
126; nays, 142. The Republicans gave 96 votes 
and the Democrats 30 in favor of the bill, 
while 29 Republicans voted againstit. A mo- 
tion to reconsider this vote was made by @ Re- 

ublican, and the bill is, therefore, not finally

President Harrison settled another red-hot 
Post Office fight to-day, and, as he has more 
than once done before, be settled it to the 
satisfaction of none of the interestea parties. 


He nominated John B. Harlow to be Postmaster 
at St. Louis, a man who had scarcely been 
beard of a8 & Candidate, and who was not 
wauted by the party leaders. 

Mr. Chauncey I. Filley’s hopes are Blasted and 
Representative Niedringhaus needs the sym- 
patby of the community for bis failure to get 
his manio. Mr. George Bain to get the 
nomination, ana mag gen oe Frank and 
Kinsey are wondering if it will do to express 
—— their opinion of the President, Mr. 
‘rederick Schuarte did not receive the Exeon- 
tive indorsement, and Mr. Kerens has a large- 
sized gricvance against the Admintetration. 

The only Missouri man in town who seems to 
be quite happy to-night is ex-Senator John B. 
Henderson, who 1s given the credit of having first 
proposed Mr. Harlow as a compromise oandl- 
date. The arpa has been in the Postal 
Service since 1866, and has served as Bape in- 
tendent of Mailsin St. Louis since 1873. The 
disappolhted publicans tind no fault with 
Mr. Harlow, so fat as bis fitness for the place 
is concerned, but they assert that in 18838 he 
voted the straight Democratic ticket for State 
officers, and they believe that he also voted for 
Cleveland. This only serves to add to the dis- 
gust of the politicians with the outcome of the 
St. Louis tight.

In still another case the President has ig- 
nored the wishes of the active workers of his 
party. He sent to the senate to-day the nom- 
ination of John C. Kinney to be Postmaster at 
Hartford, Conn. The contest over this place 
has been long and earnest between Senator 
Hawley and *‘Pat’” MoGovern. The latter 1s 
the boss of the practical ward heelers of the 
party in Hartford, and he insisted that one of his 
lieutenants should be Postmaster. He wanted 
the men who did the party’s Work at the polls to 
be recognized, and long ago he announed that 
og did net have his way he would transfer 

s forces te the Democratic side. 

Mr. Hawley insisted upon his right, as a Sen- 
ator, to name the Postmaster in his own city, 
and he selected Mr. Kinney, a young man em- 
ployed upon the Senator's newspaper, who is 
said to control nobvody’s vote but his own. Mr. 
Hawley’s claim has been allowed, and the 
party workers in Hartford will have a chance 
in the near future to vote as they please. 

Connecticut Republican politicians will also 
note with interest the fact that Silas K. Mont- 
= was to-day reappointed Postmaster at 

ristol. Their interest is éxplained in the 
statement that Postmaster Montgomery is a 
Democrat, appointed by President Oleveland, 
who has been renominated at the instance uf 
Representative Simonds, the Republican mem- 
ber of Congress from that district. 


When Mr. Morgan’s Tesolution to recognize 
the United States of Brazil as a free, independ- 
ent, and sovereign nation came up in the Sen- 


ate to-day, Mr. Turpie demanded that the recog- 
nition should be immediate. He quoted from 
President Harrison’s message announcing the 
change of Government in Brazil, and declared 
that the attitude of the Administration toward 
the new republic was that of listless, languid 
resignation and supive indifference, approach- 
ing very nearly, indeed, to covert hostility. The 
marriage feast and supper of toe people of 
Brazil with their new bride was prepared; the 
guests were bidden. Many of them had gone in. 
Butthe representative of the United States 
loitered at the open door, declining to enter. 

Be had no doubt that the next “ speech from 
the throne” delivered to “My lords and gen- 
tlemen” at Westminster would refer to the 
revolution in Brazil in terms similar to those 
employed in the President’s message. Mr. Tur- 
pie would not permit himself to attribute this 
mistaken policy of procrastination to anything 
like the effect of speculation in coffee or in 
speculation in the bonds of the new Govern- 
ment. No. It was due toa certain indefinable 
and unconscious disposition of the Executive 
to distrust the people. Even the Secretary 
of State seemed to limp and linger in the rear 
of opportupity. Should the United States Gov- 
ernment, be asked, await advice from the 
Courts of Vienna or London or Berlin or Rome t 

The resolution went over withoat further

A special meeting of the Senate Committee 
on Naval Aftairs was hold to-day to hear the 
views of the Naval Board of Policy, appointed 


last Summer by Secretary Tracy to formulate 
and report a pian for the building of a navy to 
be commensurate with the dignity and power 
of the Nation. 

Commodore McCann, President of the board; 
Capt. Sampson, and Naval Constructor Gate- 
wood did most of the talking. They approved 
in general terms the bill introduced by Mr. 
Hale authorizing the President to have con- 
structed eight battle ships of from 7,500 to 
10,000 tons each, two armored coast-defense 
vessels, three gunboats, 800 to 1,200 tons each, 
and five first-class torpedo boats. The bill ap- 
propriates $5,000,000 for construction and 
$2,000,000 for armament. 

The Policy Board, in 1ts report to the Secre- 
tary, will recommend the construction of ninety- 
two vessels of different types and sizes; these 
will be built according to the plan of the board, 
in fourteen years, and Will cost, together with 
their maintenance during the fourteen years, 
$280,000,000. They say that the cost of matn- 
tenance of a fleet of vessels such as tney pro- 
pose wuld be only one-quarter that of keeping 
up the same number of old-style vessels. 

Sth is said that the scheme of the McCann 
board comprises the following vessels, the esti- 
mated cost of which, with armament complete, 
is appended: 

Ten battle ships of 10,000 tons, $5,000,000 
each; eight of 8,000 tons, $5,000,000 each; 
twelve of 7,000 tons, $4,500,000 eaoh; five of 
6,000 tons, $3. ,000 each; ten rams of 3,500 
tons, $1,800,000 each; nine armored cruisers of 
6,250 tons, to make knots an_ hoar, 
83,300,000 each; four protected cruisers of 
7,400 tons, to make knots an hour, 

.500,000 each; nine protected ocrulsera 
of 5,400 tons, to make 20knots an hour, $2,800.- 
000 each; two protected cruisers of 4, tons, 
to make 19 knots an hour, $2,050,000 eacn; five 
special cruisers of 1,200 tons, to make 18 knots, 
$500,000 each; fifteen torpedo cruisers of 900 
tons, to make 22 knots an hour, $500,000 each; 
three artificers’ ships, $2,000,000 each,

The officiat report of the horse power made by 
the new oruiser Battimore on her last trial has 
been received at the Navy Department.

The steel forgings for the last 10-inch gun for 
the monitor Miantonomoh are being received at 
the naval ordnauco foundry here, and soon 


after they have all been delivered the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company will begin the delivery of 
the first forgings for 12-inoh guns ever made in 
this country. None of the new gun lathes 
capable of handJing forgings of this size has 
yet been received at the foundry, but Com- 
mander Folger has reconstructed some of the 
old lathes and lengthened them ont sutliciently 
to do the work and, as soon as the forgings come 
in, work will be commenced on them. The first 
four 12-inch guns turned out will be mounted on 
the double-turreted monitor Puritan. 


It is expected that there will be a hot fight in 
the House over the resolution to refer to a 
special committee, to be appointed by the 
Speaker, a]l matters of Jegisiationin relation to 
the World’s Fair of 1892.

Senator Sherman to-day introduced a bill to 
provide for a permanent national bank circula- 
tion. A copy of the measure will be introduced 
inthe House by Mr. Dorsey, Chairman of the 


Banking and Currency Committee. The bill, 
which was prepared by Mr, John J. Knox, 
President of the National Bank of the Republic 
of New-York, has been already published in 
THE TIMEs. 

New provisions, which have been, added to 
the bill since it was published, provide that 
any deficiency in the proceeds uf all the bonds 
orcoin or bullion or of the ‘national bank 
safety tund” to pay oirculating notes of in- 


solvent banks shall be made gvod out 
of the assets and individual IMapility 
of shareholders of such insolvent. na- 


tional bank, in preference to any and all 
claims whatsoever, except the necessary costs 
and expenses of the receivership; that bonds 
held as ogg tor circulating notes shall be 
withdrawn within thirty days after they cease 
to bear interest, and the amount received for 
the bonds deposited in gold or eijver bullion as 
security in place of the bonda; that when- 
ever the Dational bank safety fund, cre- 
ated by the bill, shall reach $1,000,000, 
it shall be invested by the Secretary 
ofthe Treasury in United States bonds, and 
that if, upon the date of maturity of the four 
er cents, the total amount of the fund invested 
n Government bonds shall equal five per cent. 
of the total circulation then outstanding, the 
tax upon the circulating notes may be reduced 
by the Controller of the Currenay, upon the ad- 
vice of the secretary of the Treasury, to one- 
quarter of one per ceutum, semi-annually, and 
the interest upon the bonds theresfter shall be 
distributed to the national banks in proportion 
to their outstanding circulation.

ALLISON'S QUEER CAMPAIGN. 





THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE OPPOSED TO 
THE SENATOR’S RE-ELKCTION. 


DEs MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 15.—Senator Allison’s 
extreme caution, or a similar propensity on the 
part of his managers, is making his Senatorial 
Campaign an object of ridioule to all old-timers. 
Yesterday afternoon, when Justice Rathrock’s 
candidacy was announced, it was decided to 
force the issue at once, before Rathrock’s forces 
could organize; hence the Senatorial caucus 
was called for to-night. This looked like busi- 
ness, but no sooner were the friends of Larabee 
and Rathrock heard from, than Allison began 
to regret his hasty action, and wished he hadn’t 
done it. Consequently at avery late hour last 
night the call was rescinded, and no caucus will 
be held. 

In the meantime Judge Rathrock has reached 
the city, his campaign is well under way, and 
his strength is growing. He will not be able to 
captare the nomination, but enough of his fol- 
lowers will stay out of the caucus or disregard 
its binding force to make a deadlook quite as 


interesting as that in the House, and fully as 
uncertain. Many of the Republicans aiso who 


will vote for Allison for a ballot or two will be 
only too glad of a chance to break away upon 
the first opportanity. Consequently, if Allison 
cannot be elected on or before the third ballot, 
his chances will be very slender indeed. 

The last man to aesert him is Representative 
Shipley of Guthrie County, Shipley was elect- 
ed by anti-Allisonj influences, and to-day the 
Farmers’ Alliance brought sufficient pressure 
against him to cause him to weaken. The Al- 
liance is in session here for the particular pur- 
pose of securing Mr. Allison’s defeat, and will 
remain in session until something in that airec- 
tion is accomplished. Shipley is the first fruits 
of their laber, but more is rive and will fall when 
the Grangers shake the Legislative tree. 

The State Convention of the Iowa Farmers’ 
Alliance held here to-day was attended by 
about seventy delegates, representing over 
forty alliances. It was supposed by Allison’s 
Managers that the meeting was directed 


at the Senator’s candidacy, hence 
strong efforts were made o capture 
it, but without succcess. Jim Wilson 


one of Allison’s chief wanagers, and the self- 
appointed guardian of the farmers of Jowa, 
was selected for that purpose, and ex-Senator 
MeoNutt of Muscatine was detuiled to assist 
him. They round themselves in warm quarters 
from the start. 

The meeting opened with a protracted discus- 
sion which was participated in by Perkins of 
Worth, Brown of Pottawattomise, Sargent of 
Powesheik, Woolson of Crawford, the subject 
considered being the duty of the alliance to the 
people in the present emergenoy. The few Alli- 
son men present objected to the consideration of 
resolutions upon the Senatorial or any other 
political question, as it would result in bring- 
ing the alliance into poiitics. The majority 
ridiculed that idea, contending that it was sim- 
ply bringing politicos into the alliance, which 
was rightand proper. No class of people, they 
contended, are more interested in having Sen- 
ators who would correctly represent them than 
the farmer. 

It was tinally decided that resolutions would 
be in order when this vexed point was decided 
against the Allison men. Wilson, who had sat 
nervous and fidgety through the discussion, 
remarked in an undertone: ‘*—— the resolu- 
tions!” Senator McNutt defended Allison 
in a strong speech and opposed the 
adoption of any resolution calculated to 
reflect upon his pubilo record or to 
jeopardize his re-election. In the midst of one 
of his flowery periods in pehalfof the * Grand 
Old Party,” a fe=mer asked Mr. MoNutt if he 
was a memer of the alliance, and after con- 
siderable eVasion he was compelled to admit 
that he was not, whereupon the Chairman 
called him dewn, and the ex-Senator’s speech 
was not finished. 

Delegate Franklin of Boone finally brought 
the question toa focus by introducing the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That we demand of the Iowa Legislat- 
ure the election of Gov. Larrabee as United States 
Senator instead of Allison. 

This precipitated further discussion, but 
when it finally reached a vote it was adopted 
by 58 yeas and 6 nays. The six tuok the trouble 
to explain that they had uot voted agaiast it 
because they were frienda of Allison, but be- 
cause they feared it wouid result in dragging 
the alliance into politics, and thus injuring its 
usefulness. A committee appointed for the 
purpose conveyed the views of the body to 
Gov. Larrabee, presented him with a copy of 
the resolation, and pleaded with him to become 
acandidate. What reply the Governor gave is not 
known. He was visited at his home by re- 
porters after the committee had departed, but 
declined to disclose his intentions. To all in- 

uiries as fo whether he had coasented to enter 

the fleld against Allison he simply referred the 
newspaper representatives to the committee. 
The latter were as Don-committal as the Gov- 
ernor. 
While nothing positive could be learned, it 
is apparent that the Governor has taken 
the matter of his canaidavy under ad- 
visement and will give a direct and posi- 
tive answer in the morning. The pressure 
to bring Larrabee into the fleld is very 
strong and a growlng, andif he con- 
sents it will be with the full knowledge, con- 
sent, and co-operation of Justice Rothrock. His 
candidacy will precipitate the most interesting 
tight ever seen in [owa politics. 

e Senatorial caucus has been called for 
to-morrow night, so that little time is left for 
organization, but the Larrabee'seheme, if it ma- 
terializes at all, will be to urge the members to 
stay out of the oaucus, and not be de- 
pendent upon winning the fight there. He 
would have not less than ten Republican 
votes at the atart, and this following would be 
sufficient to prevent an election, and would 
most likely grow to dangeroua proportions so 
far as Mr. Allison is concerned in a very tew 
ballots. To-morrow is likely to be an exciting 


ay. 

It is conceded that the agreement to pair in 
case of sickness in the House has greatly less- 
ened the chances of solving the deadlook. 
There will always be some absentees now, and 
to defeat & proposea action all the opposition 
will need to do is to refrain from voting. This 
will leave the House without a quorum. it 
seemed like a short-sighted thing for the Re- 
publicans to do, but 1t was no doubt the serious 
iliness of several their members which led 
them to propose it. A part of the hallof the 
House looked more like asection of the hospital 
to-day than a legistative Chamber. 


TORONTO HAS A SMALL SOARH., 








CAUSED BY SOME TROUBLE IN THE 
ONTARIO BANK. 


ToRONTO, Jan. 15,—Finanocial circles in To- 
rento were startled this afternoon by a rumor 
that several clerks in the Ontario Bank,one of the 
regular chartered banks of the Dominion, had 
embezzled $100,000. The bank has not been 
singularly fortunate during recent years, hav- 
ing lost its manager by suicide a few years aco. 

The trouble on this occasion, however, was 
not so serious as was at first reported. It ap- 
pears that R. Moffatt, the accountant, resigned 
his position in the bank to go into the real es- 
tate business, and a few days ago Harry Brown 
went home from the bank witb an attack of la 
grippe, but he was well enough to leave the 
city to-day, and his friends say they donot 
know when be will return, 

It appears, according to the story told at the 
bank, that Moffatt had been careless during the 
past few months in examining Brown’s books, 
and that the latter has allowed customers to 
overdraw their accounts to the extent of at 
least $40,000 or $50,000. 

The whole staffof the bank is engaged to- 
night in an examination of the books, and they 
are not yet in a pusition to state the amount of 
the shortage nor whether any of the clerks 
have enbezzied any of the bank’s money or not.

BRAZIL DISQUIETED, 





RUMORED ARRESTS OF MANY PROMI- 
NENT MEN. 


LISBON, Jan. 15.—Advices from Brazil are dis- 
quieting. It is said that the brother of the pres- 
ent Minister of Agriculture, four ex-Ministers, 
three Senators, and several Deputies have been 
arrested as implicated in the attempted revolt 
of Deo, 18. 

The provisional Government has ordered that

ELECTION FRAUDS EXPOSED 


STARTLING DISCLOSURES IN 
WEST VIRGINIA, 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE THAT HAS 
INVESTIGATED THE CORRUPT METH- 

ODS OF GOFF’S PARTISANS. 


CHARLESTON, West Va., Jan. 15.—The West 
Virginia Legislature met to-day, and within afew 
weeks @ decision of the Gubernatorial contest, 
which has been waged so fiercely in this State 
for over a year, can be expected. The re- 
portoft the Contest Committee, to which the 
claims of the rival candidates were submit- 
ted, is complete, and the Democrats, who orig- 
inated the contest, have every reason to be 
satistied with its recommendations and the 
facts set forth in it. 

It is safe to say that never has a bolder series 
of frauds been perpetrated in any State of the 
Union than the report of the committee reveals. 
On the face of the returns Gen. Goff, the Re- 
publican candidate, had a plurality of 112. 
This plurality was due to large and totally un- 
expected gains in six counties of the State. An 
investigation was made by the Democratic 
leaders, and on the strength of the startling 
discoveries made in these counties they becan 
the contest. The result more than justifies 
them in their course. 


The report of the Contest Committee entirely 


wipes out Goff’s plurality and shows a plurality 
for Fleming of about 240. Three hundred and 
fifty illegal Republican votes were cast out, 
but these are hardly a tithe of the illegal votes 
which the committee believes were cast. 
Hundreds of negroes, who were imported 
from Virginia and North Carolina to cast 
their votes for ‘“ Harrison, Goff, and Protec- 
tion,” fled the State immediately arter the in- 
vestigation was begun, and it wasimpossible to 
prove tat their votes were fraudulent, although 
there was not the slightest moral coubt in the 
minds of the committee on that point. In 
many other cases it was impossible, owing to 
limited time or lack of means, to establish a 
complete chain of evidence against votes that 
showed fraud on their face, and they were al- 
lowed vo remain in the column of virtuous Re- 
publican ballots. 

One of the members of the investigation com- 
mittee, therefore, estimates that for every ille- 
gal vote cast out at least seven were polled. 
The inference cannot be doubted. On the low- 
est calculation over 2,500 fraudulent votes 
were cast for the Republican ticket in 1888. 
Gen. Goft was nominated for Governor because 
he wasarich man and an accomplished poli- 
tician. The result of the election shows that 
none of the means known to boodle manipu- 
lators Was neglected to accomplish his victory. 

The counties of the State in which these 
high-handed outrages were perpetrated were 
Doadridge, Tucker, Summers, Mercer, McDow- 
eu, and Kanawha. Of these, Tucker and 
Doddridge are situated in the central portion. 
Tucker was the scene of Stephen B, Elkius’s fine- 
handed manipulations. In 1888, Elkins’s rail- 
road was being extended into this county, a 
large number ofday laborers from Maryland and 
Pennsylvania had flocked in to optain employ- 
ment. None of these men had been in the 
county sixty days, as required by law, or was 
a legal citizen of the State. On the election da 
a Voting place was opeved at Davis, a new rail- 
road town, and here most of these men, led by 
the bosses on Elkins’s road, went to the polls 
and swore in their ballots. 

Democrats protested, but the protests were 
useless. As a@result a Democratic majority of 
100 was wiped out, and a Republican majority 
of 50 substituted. In Doddridge County a con- 
dition of affairs even worse was discloyed. The 
Repubiican County Oourt was'vested with the 
power of appolnting election judges, and in 
plain violation of the law appointed svlid Re- 
publican boards in a number of precincts. The 
events of election day justify the declaration 
that their action was a = of a deliberate con- 
apiracy to defeat the will of the people. Pau- 
pers, minors, and idiots were voted indiscrimin- 
ately. Adozen pauper votes were cast in one 
small precinct, Repeaters thronged at the 
polis, and voted early and often. 

In one precinct the voting place was changed, 
without warning or notice, and Democrats who 
voted at all were compelled to trudge through 
rain and mud to a new polling place, after hav- 
ing gone to the one prescribed by law. By these 
meaus the Republican majority in Dodadridge 
County was enormously increased. The in- 
vestigations of the Contest Committee disclosed 
the above facts, and Doddridge’s Republican 
vote is seriously diminished in its report. 

The four other counties in whion fraud was 
rampant are in the Kanawha Valley. A large 
proportion of the population of these counties 
is transient colored miners aud railroad labor- 
ers, and from one State to another furnished 
abundant material for the boodlers to work 
with. Ten days before the election a corrup- 
tion fund of $30,000 was sent into tie valley. 
A large part of it stuid in the pockets of the 
patriots who were appointed to distribute it, 
but enough remained tor them to buy votes 
with. Most of the fund was spentin Kanawha 
County. Here there was a fusion between 
Democrats and Union Labor men, and there 
was great fear that the county, with its three 
members of the Legislature, would be captured 
by the combine. Experienced boodlers were 
present at every polling place, and votes were 
vought openly. 

One Republican leader, who has since been 
rewarded Dy Benjamin Harrison with a fat ap- 
pointment, marshaled a block of six floaters 
to the polls, and evidence before a United 
States Grand Jury showed that he paid hara 
cash for every vote. Arcother man, who was 
equully prominent in the netarious work, is 
now sucking Government pap as an appointes 
of the United States Marshal. The committee 
was able to do little with these cases. Hardly 
one th ten could be proved, but as it was about 
tifty purchased Republican votes were disal- 
lowed in Kanawha County. 

But outrages before which all othera sunk 
into insignificance were committed in the ex- 
treme southeastern portion of the State. The 
mountain counties of Mercer and McDowell lie 
on the Virginia bordet. Between them Taze- 
well County, Va, runs up in w# sharp neck. 
The Norfolk and Western Railroad enters Mer- 
cer County from Virginia, ruus across it into 
Tazewell County, Va., and again enters West 
Virginia in McDowell County. In the Spring 
and Summer of 1888 this road was being built. 
A large number of coke ovens were also being 
constructed at Bluefields, Mercer County, 
within one mile of the Virginia line. 

Previous to the railroad work there were not 
twenty colored residents of Mercer and Meo- 
Doweil Counties all told. Before May 1, 1888, 
there was only one negro resident of McDowell 
County. With the railroad and coke ovens 
hundreds of negroes flocked in from Virginia 
and North Carolina. They found employment. 
Before the election many of them desired to go 
home to vote, but, as they testified before the 
Contest Committee, the mine bosses, whu were 
Republican to @ man, persuaded them to stay. 
They staid and voted in Mercer and McDowell 
Counties. Not less than one thousand of them 
cast straight Republican tickets. Normal 
Democratic majorities of 800 were over- 
thrown and the Republicans had 250 
majority; this, too,in a vote that did not ex- 
ceed 2,700 all told. The Democrats were not 
prepared for the onslaughtof imported negroes, 
und beyond protesting against their votes and 
compelling each man to take an oath which 
nine-tenths of the ignorant and drunken re- 
peaters could not understand were entirely 
helpless. 

The boldness of the outrage can be appreci- 
ated from one fact, whioh was abundantly 
proved. A band of seventy negroes, having 
their residence in Virginis, voted at Bluetields, 
in Mercer County, swearing that they were 

residents of that county. They then crossed into 
Tazewell County, Va., and the records show 
that every man of them voted there. Many 
afterward went on to Elkhorn,iu McDowell 
County. and forthe third timein one day cast 
straight ballots for Harrison, Morton, and Goff. 

The facts above outlined are set forth with 
remarkable force in the report of the Contest 
Committee. In conclusion, it recommends that 
Judge Fleming, the Democratic candidate, be 
declared Governor of the State. The Legislat- 
ure, which met to-day, will consider this report 
and actonit. In view of its startling disclos- 
ures of fraud, there is little doubt that the rec- 
ommendation of the committee will be con- 
curred in, and Judge Fieming will be duly in- 
augurated in the office which fraud and trickery 
have kept him out of for nearly a year. 

The triumphant conclusion of tue Gubernato- 
rial contest will be of tremendous advantage to 
the Democrats of West Virginia. The contest 
itself has united them as they never were be- 
fore. In the face of a rich and powerfulenemy, 
using all the means known to corrupt men to 
attain victory, the Democratic members of the 
Legislature have stood tirmly together, and al- 
though they have only one majority on joint 
ballot, there is little doubt that they will right 
the wrong done by Republican boodlers and re- 
pexters ut the polls. 

One of the results of the contest is already 
apparent. It is the retirement of Gen, Goff 
from the position he has long heid as the leader 
of West Virginia Republicanism and the substi- 
tution of St f were B. Elkins in his place. Inthe 
face of the disclosures made by the Contest 
Committee it ts doubtful, indeed, if the Repub- 
lican Party will ever dare to nominate Goff for 
any Office in the State. If nominated nis defeat 
1s assured. 

Tne Republicans in the Senate ee 
began obstruction tactics. They ftilibustere 





several hours against a motion to go into joint 
assembly with the House, which is necessary 
to form the tribunal in which the contest is to 
be tried. At length an adjournment was forced 
without a vote being taken. The fight will be

WALKER BLAINE DEAD. 


PNEUMONIA CARRIES OFF THE ELDEST 
SON OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Walker Blaine, son of 
Secretary James G. Blaine and Solicitor of the 
State Department, died early this evening from 
pneumonia, following an attack of la grippe. 

He had been ill only five days, and although 
it was apparent to-day that he was in a very 
critical condition, death finally came to him 
almost without a moment's warning. President 
Harrison had calied at the house at 7:30 o’clock, 
and had been told that Mr. Blaine was tben in 
a profase perspiration, which was regarded as 
&@ very favorable symptom, and had gone away 
assured that the patient was not in immediate 
danger. Three- quarters of an hour later the 
President was notitied by telephone that 
Walker Blaine was dead, and within ten miln- 


utes he had returned to the house to render any 
service he could to the suddonly-atilicted 
housebold. 

The news of thedeath spread through the 
city like wildtire, and very soon cGallers began 
to reach the house tu offer condolences. Nearly 
every member of the Cabinet, all or the Sen- 
ators aud Representatives trom Maine, and 
scores of other persons reached there before 11 
o'clock. Many of them were in full evening 
dress, having hastened there from receptions 
and dinner parties. 

Young Mr. Blaine first felt the symptoms of 
la grippe Friday evening, when he was attacked 
with chills, followed by a high fever. During 
toe night both lungs gave evidence of catarrhal 
trouble, and the family physiciau, Dr. G. Lioya 
Magruder, was summoned. He was able 
to give his patient some reef, but the catarrbal 
atfection continued tnroughout Saturday aud 
Sunday. Monday there was some improvement 
in the condition of the left lung, but the doctor 
detected the presence of pneumonia congestion 
in the rignt lung. 

No remedies seemed to help the case, and yea- 
terday all the bad symptoms became greatly 
aggravated. Dr. Joseph Tabor Jobnson was 
called in to act with Dr. Magruder, 
but they were powerless to over- 
come the disease, and pneumonia became 
well developed. Mr. Biaine became delirious 
early in the day, and he remained in that cou- 
dition until he died, at 8:20 o’ciook to-nignt. A 
few moments before his death he was thought 
to have shown some slight 1mprovement, and 
when the end came it was almost as sudden as 
if it had been caused by heart disease. 

All of Mr. Blaine’s immediate relatives were 
present except one sister and one brother. Mrs. 
Coppinger, bis sister, is ill in New-York with 
la grippe, and James G. Blaine, Jr., hia brother, 
left here Monday tor Maine, not supposing the 
patient’s condition was dangerous. Telegrams 
were sent to him and to Col. Coppinger at 4 
o’clock this afternoon, telling them of Walker’s 
critical condition. 

Mr. Blaine was not in good physical condition 
to withstand a severe sickness. He had never 
entirely recovered from the fall by wnich his 
leg was broken last Spring, nor had he fully 
overcome the effects of a malarial fever from 
which he suffered last Autumn. 

Walker Blaine was born in Augusta May 8, 
1855. He finished his collegiate studies at Yale 
College in 1876, and theu pursued nis legal 
studies at the Columbia Law School in New- 
York. After being graduatea there Mr. Blaine 
entered the iaw ollice of Senator Davis at St. Paul, 
Minn., where he remained until President Gar- 
tield made him ‘third Assistant Secretary of 
State, his father being the Secretary. A few 
weeks later he and William Henry Trescott 
Were sent, by Secretary Bluine, on a special 
Iission to South America. 

After the death of Gen. Garfield and the re- 
tirement of James G. Blaine from the Cabinet, 
President Arthur appointed Walker Blaine as- 
Sistant counsel for Lhe United States befere the 
Court of Commissioners of Alabama Claims. 
He retained that office until the court ceased to 
exist, Jau. 1, 1886, when he went to Chicago to 
practice law. Atew days after his father en- 
tered President Harrison’s Cabinet Mr. Blaine 
was nominated to be Solicitor of the State De- 
partment, and the nomination was confirmed. 











WHERE DID THE MONEY GOTO? 





THE VAN BOKKELEN COMPANY MUST 
SUBMIT TO AN EXAMINATION, 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—A rule has been entered 
by Judge Gresham in the Federal Court re- 
quiring the oificers and Directors of the 
Meade Van Bokkelen Company tv sub- 
mit to an examination before a Master 
in Chancery. ‘his action grows out of 
certain discoveries made by Tiaomas Parker, 
Jr., receiver of the corporation. The facta al- 
leged to have been discovered by Mr. Parker 
are that B. O. Van Bokkelen, senior member of 
the firm, dropped between $75,000 and $100,- 
000 of the firm’s money on the Board of ‘rrade. 

The Meade Vau SBokkelen Company dealt 
largely in faacy California fruits, wines, &c., on 
Michigan-avenue. Its tallure occurred a month 
ago. it was sald at the time that the 
tuilure was due to stagnation in trade, 
the purchasing agent having overstocked on 
California fruit, Which the house wus unable to 
work off. ‘The largest loser by the collapse was 
Mrs. Naomi Van Bokkelen of Buffalo, the step- 
mother or B. O. Van Bokkelen. 

‘the receiver reports that he knows that 
$30,000 went into tue board,and he believes that 
on @ iurther investigation it will be proved 
that upward of $100,000 was lost tnere. 
The receiver also found on the books 
an item ot $20,000 credited to bills receivable. 
When asked avoat this the members of the firm 
said this sum was due from saloon keepers for a 
certain braud of wine. This wine was boomed 
by a New-York house which spent $100,000 in 
advertising it in the West. 

The recelver charges further that the firm 
distributed a large amount of goods among 
warehouses, notably the Empire, Sibley 
& Co., and the Western Refrigerator Company, 
and there are no receipts or anything 
else {to show for such storage. It ig also 
charged that goods known to be consigned were 
used by the firm to raisé borrowed money, 
which ube members appropriated to their own 
use, 

Many other charges were made by the re- 
ceiver, and on the investixation before the 
Master he expects to bring out a very irregular 
state of alfairs, 





THE OANADIAN PARLIAMENT. 





IMPORTANT MATTERS TO BE DISCUSSED 
AT THE COMING SESSION. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 15.—The Dominion Parliament 
meets to-morrow. The session will prove very 
lively as the racial issues involving the aboli- 
tion of French as an official language will be 
fully discussed. The speech from the throne to 
be delivered by the Governor General promises 
to prove unusually interesting. It is a signifi- 


cant fact that it will contain no reference to the 
tighery or the trade questions. 

The Dominion Government for the past year 
has waited for Overtures from the United 
States for a settlement of the former dispute, 
but so far Secretary Biaine evinces no anxiety 
to re-enter into negotiations on the subject. 

The Governor General, it is understood, will 
speak plainiy regarding the Behrings Sea ques- 
tion, ‘The attention of tue [mperial Govern- 
ment bas been Called to the situation, and strong 
pressure has been brought to bear by the Cana- 
dian Government to protect Canadian fisher- 
men from undue persecution 48 well as to resist 
the claim of any nation to exercise exclusive 
jurisdiction in those seas. 

Parliament is likely to be asked to amend the 
Banking act. ‘There is @ public feeling in tavor 
of the adoption of the American banking sys- 
tem, but this change will not likely be carried 
out at present. 





PROF. HONEY RELIEVED FROM DUTY. 
NeEw-HAvEy, Conn., Jan. 15.—The Governing 
Board of the Sheflield Scientifie School has put 
anend tothe difficulties existing between it 
and Prof. Frederick R. Honey, one of the in- 
etructors in mechanical drawing at the scnool. 
Prof. Honey was requested to withdraw b's 
order directing the students to purchase their 
drawing instruments at only such store as he 
prescribed and not to allow the students to use 
any instruments they wished. 

On his refusal he was instruoted to absent 
himself from school duties until such time as 
he was williog to comply with the board’s re- 


quest. His position will temporarily be fillea 
by one of his assissants. 





THE WYOMING LEGISLATURE.

BOLD BUT CLUMSY THIEVES 


JUST MISSING A RIOH HAUL 
IN THIRD-AVENUE. 

ONLY A LITTLE BOOTY SECURED—A 

DOOR WEDGED AND A SHOW WIN- 


DOW SMASHED. 


August V. Lambert of Lambert Brothers, 
jewelers, whose store on the southwest corner 
of Fifty-cignth-street and Third-avenue is the 
most tempting one to the disnonest on the east 
side above Fourteenth-street, was serving @ 
customer at 8:10 o’clock last night when 
he chanced to look at the front door. 
He saw a wiry, ill-favored young man, 
flashily dressed, forcing a wooden wedge 
into the outside handie of the door so as 
to bar exit. An instant later a coupling 
pin weighing six pounds was dashed through 
the plate glass of the “diamond” window, the 
one on the north side of the wedged door. 

In this window, on a swinging glass shelf, were 
diamonds worth $7,000, and below them was 
aboat $6,000 worth of watches and jewelry. The 
thieves meant to break the glass above the line 
of a stout wire screen and snatch the diamonds, 
but they aimed the coupling iron too low, and 
also struck a wire on which the glass shelf was 
hung, so that nearly all the jewelry that would 
have been near the hole of two square feet that 


the missile made was thrown on the watches 


beyond reach. 

The thieves, however, had ample time to get 
what remained, as Mr. Lambert, his brotner 
Robert, and three clerks were securely impris- 
oned. There were three thieves engaged in the 
operation, and while one helped himself at the 
broken windew tue man who wedged the door 
and another kept guard with their right hands 
under their coats in a deterrent fashion. 

At least a minute and a half passed in this 
way, and the man at the broken window, in the 
sight ofascore of respectful passers by, was 
making frantic efforts to reach the plunder 
which had been thrown on the watches, when 
“Benny” Tucker, one of Lambert Brothers’ 
clerks, drove his heel through the glass of one 
of the front doors, enlarged the opening “with 
his hands, and dived out into the entry like 
Harlequin in a pantomime. At this the 
robbers fled. The man who had been busy at 
the window, a stocky, clear-complexiored 
young fellow, who wore a derby hat and a short 
and shabby coat, darted soross the avenue and 
ran east through Fifty-eighth-street He was 
pursued by M. Kohn of 426 East Fifty-eighth- 
street to the middle of the block. There he 
forced Mr. Kohn te abandon pursuit by draw- 
ing @ revolver. 

he other two turned west into Fifty-eighth- 
street, and had got as far as the Yorkville Po- 
lice Court Building when Mr. Robert Lambert, 
who had been released by Tucker, turned the 
corner in pursuit with a revolver in his hand. 
Mr. Lambert at Lexington-avenue, finding that 
he was being distanced, fired a shot at the fugi- 
tives, but hia aim was wild and the builet 
went wiae. He did not fireagain through fear 
of hitting other than the thieves, Dut continued 
the chase to Sixth-avenue, where he lost ail 
trace of the men. 

Meanwhile a crowd of a thousand persons 
had gathered around the store and policemen 
were summoned to keep order. ispatches 
were sent to Inspector Byrnes, and Capt. Warts 
and detectives were on hand within*a short 
time. John T. Cuff of the Twenty-third Pre- 
cinct was the first to arrive, and he suggested 
taking stock immediately, butthe clerk who 
took charge of the diamond window was away

SERIOUS TROUBLE IN WASHINGTON AND 
JEFFERSON COLLEGE, 


WASHINGTON, Penn., Jan. 15.—There is trouble 
in Washington and Jefterson College. It all 
grows out of the annual cane rush and the 
cremation of physiology. As it stands now, it 
involves three classes and may lead to the res- 
ignation of the Rev. Dr. J. D. Moffatt, Presi- 
dent of the institution. 

President Moffatt forbade the burning of 
physiology in due season, holding that such ac- 


tion would be disrespectful to the professor 
who taught that ‘branch. Nevertheless the 
Juniors burned it. Likewise did the Faculty 
protest against the cane rush, but the rush took 
place Saturday last, according toschedule. It 
was between the Sophomores and Freshmen, 
the former winning in 10:30. ‘he sport was 
witnessed by a@ large crowd and a morning 
paper issued an extra with the contest vividly 
described. The day wound up with a banqgues 
and jollification in a public hall, thus empbasiz- 
ing the defiance of the students. 

It had been announced that the punishment 
for participation either in rush or cremation 
would be expuision. ‘The three classes there- 
fore decided that, if any one of their number 
was dismissed, all would quit the college. 
President Moffatt and the Faculty had a three 
hours’ secret conference Monday, but there was 
a division of opinion, and no conclusion was 
reached. Yesterday Dr. Moffatt visited the 
Pittsburg members of the Board or Truatees, 
and later in the week they and the Faculty will 
hold a joint session. It is rumored that Dr 
Moffatt may resign and return to the pulpit. 





NATIONAL AID FOR MUSIC. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—A number of well- 
known gentiemen met last evening at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Gardiner G. Hubbard to confer 
with Mrs. Thurber upon the best means of plac- 
ing the National Conservatory of Music of 
America upon a permanent basis. Among them 
were Major Powell, Director of the Geological 
Survey; Mr. Anthuny Pollok, and Prof. s. P. 
Langley, Secretary of the Smithsonian Instix 
tution. 

Mrs. Thurber made a full statement regarding 
the foundation, present condition, and pros- 
pects of the National Conservatory, and after 
an interesting discussion a series of formal 
resolutions were adopted. These provided for 
@ permanent Nationsai Committee, composed of 
Mrs. Jeannette Thurber, John Chandler Ban- 
croft, John Hay, Gardiner G. Hubbard, Samuel 
P. Langley, Anthony Pollok. and John W. 
Powel). When, in the opinion of the committee, 
a favorable opportunity shall present itself for 
obtaining recognition at the hands of Congress 
and the Government of the usefulness and 
national importance of the institution, the com- 
mittee will take proper measures to secure 
Congressional aid, and to obtain appropriations 
or subsidies for scholarships, or tor tfe incor- 
poration of the conservatory into any depart- 
ment of the Government. 

Mr. Powell and Mr. Hubbard were designated 
as members of the National Committee to go on 
the Board of Trustees of the National Consery- 
atory.

CHESTER TURNEY PARDONED. 
Des Mores, lfowa, Jan. 15.—The Governor 
has granted a conditional pardon to Chester 
Turney, who was, onthe 10th of December, 
1885, committed to the penitentiary at Ana- 
mosa for seventeen and a half years for the 
crime of burglary and larceny, on twelve in- 
dictments from Jackson County. The condi- 


tions are the usual ones in such cases, refrain- 
ing from the userand sale of intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage, that he will not frequent salvons, 
but will in all respects demean himself as @ 
good and law-abiding citizen. 

The Turney case has become historical in 
Iowa. The Governor aid notact so promptly 
as the friends of young Turuey desir and he 
was bitterly assailed inthe press. In derense 
of his action he printed acircular, giving copies 
of some of the remonstrances against Turney’s 
pardon filed in his ottice. One of these con- 
tained reflections on Mrs. Turney’s character. 
Her frieuds had the Governor indicted and tried 
for libel He was acquitted after a sensational 
trial. It was Known then that the Governor 
believed the sentence too severe, but thought 
that Turney should not be released as a result 
of popular clamor or made a hero of, and that 
he merited some punishment, though less than 
the sentence passed upon him. ‘he Governor’s 
intentions as then entertained are now carried 
out. Chester Turney was released from the 
penitentiary at Anamosa yesterday.

J. J. OBRIEN BAOK IN THE 
REPUBLICAN RANKS. 
A NEW ORGANIZATION FORMED IN THE 
EIGHTH DISTRICT WITH O'BRIEN

Jonn J. O’Brien vaulted over the breast- 
works last night and is once more an active 
figure in the Republican Party of this city. All

CHARGES AND COUNTER-CHARGES. 
In the inquiry into the validity of consoli- 
dated mortgage bonds of the St. Louis and 
Chicago Railway, numbered from 1,401 to 
1,600, yesterday, Frank O, Hollins, whose firm 
were fiscal agents of the road, testified that he 
got title to forty of these bonds by buying them 
at auction in August or September, 1889. Con- 
,cerning his settlement with the road as as- 
signee for J. C. Morris & Co., the witness said 
he received 200 shares of common and 200 
shares of preferred stock and gave recoipt in 
full. The $76,639 60 cash which the road paid 


the contractors during the progress of the work 
a go to their benefit, but to that of the 
road. 

The witness first learned the exact mileage of 
the road in the Spring of 1888. It was then 
about sixty miles. When he sold bonds num- 
bered above 1,400, calling for more mileage, he 
understood that more road had been built. 

A warm controversy urdse over the attempt 
of Mr. Saffurd to examine Hollins & Co.’s books. 
Mr. Hawes, for the American Loan and ‘Trust 
Company, objected that 16 was going beyond 
the decree, avd Mr. Larocque, for Maitland, 
Phelps & Co., joinedin the objection. Mr. Hawes 
asserted that Safford was after facts to use in 
collateral suits. Mr. Taylor, for Hollins, did 
not object to the examination, but said it clearly 
eppeatéd that Mr. Safford was really working 
for D. L, Wing and not the railroad company. 
Cowtmissioner Wilson finally decided to let the 
examination be made during the recess. 

After William W. Hewitt, Goittisel for Living- 
ston Jacques and M. M. Stantield, owners of 
eousolidaied mortgage bonds who retuse to 
join in the reorganization, the bearing ad- 
journed until Saturday morning at 10 o’clock. 

As the inquiry has proceeded interest has 
grown in the acts of D. L. Wing, who wus Presi- 
dent of the road when Hollins & Co. were tiscal 
agents. Mr. F.C. Hollins said to a Tims re- 
porter: 

“Tne claim that the 8t. Lonis and Chicago 
Company had not completed mileaxe to repre- 
sent the 200 bonds (numbered from 1,401 to 
1,600) is not sustained by facts. On the con- 
trary, not only was the mileage completed, but 
after 1b was completed and Wing deposed, Wing 
heid secret meetings of the board and conveyed 
some twenty-lour miles of the road to one 
Mathias, a laborer on the road, and he in turn 
conveyed it to the 8t, Louis and Chicago Rail- 
road Company, organized by Winy, aud with 
Wing as President took possession of it Wing 
at the same time proceeded to sell ail the equip- 
ment of the old road to himself. Locomotives 
sold for $6, Cars for $2 and $4 each, and in that 
way be became possessed of $100,000 worth of 
tirst-class equipment.” 





THE ONTARIO’S ANNUAL MEETING. 

The stockbolders of the New-York, Ontario 
and Western Railroad held their annual meet- 
ing at the offices in the Post Building, 16 and 18 
Exchange-place, yesterday. These Directors

the acquirement of the Ontario, Carbondale 
and Scranton Railway Company, which was 
formed by the consolidation of the Hancock 
and Pennsylvania, the Forest City and State 
Line, and Scranton aud Forest City Railroad 
Companies, will, upon its completion, give the 
Ontario and Wostera an extension into the an- 
thracite coal fields of lennsylvania, a distance 
of 54.37 miles. It was estimated by the chief 
ongiueer on Dec. 15 last that about 85 per cent. 
of the grading and masvnry had been com- 
pleted and that the greater portion of the work 
would be finished before the Ist of March next, 
A vontract has beeu entered into with the Cen- 
tral Ratlroad of New-Jersey for the joint use at 
Scranton of station and terminal facilities, The 
New-York and Ontario Land Company has been 
tormed for the purpose of acquiring anthracite 
coal lands in the Lackawanna Valley, contigu- 
ous to the Scranton extension, and several 
tracts, aggregating about 855 acres, have been 
purchased. These lands are estimated to eon- 
tain at least 7,000,000 tons of cual of good 
quality.

It will 
maintain the best possible relations with all 
other powers.” He then announced a minis- 
terial programme, including various reforms, 
and said: **The Ministers will not demand the 
support of the majority, as they are aware It, 
cannot be given.”

ABETTORS OF THE PRIZE FIGHT 
SURRENDERED BY GOV. HILL, 


ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Gov. Hill has decided the 
Mississippi requisition cases. He revokes his 
warrant for Johnson, Harding, and Wakely, 
but decides that the other five—Muldoon, 
Donovan, Murphy, Cleary, and Butler—must 
be taken to Mississippi in pursuance of Gov.

It Gov. Lowry, after consultation with the 
Prosecuting Attorney, thinks that Jobnson, 
Harding, and Wakely can be convieted not- 
withstanding the facts stated in their afiida- 
vits, then Goy. Hill will order their surrender. 


William EK. Harding, Michael Donovan, 
Michael Cleary, James Wakely, and William 
Muldoon, who are wanted by the Governor of 
Mississippi for aiding and abetting the Sullivan- 
Kilrain prize fight, were arrested last week on 


a warrant issued by Gov. Hill in aecordance 
with a requisition from Gov. Lowry. They 
were admitted to bail by Police Justice Hogan, 
pending the result of an application to Gov. 
Hill for a revocation of the warrant. Yester- 
day Inspector Byrnes, having been advised by 
counsel that a Police Justice has no power to 
take bail for a person arrested ou a warrant 
issued by the Governor, rearrested the men.

NHW-JERSEY’S LEGISLATURE, 





THE BILL RAISING THE GOVERNOR’S 
SALARY TO $10,000 BECOMES A LAW. 


TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 15.—The bill which in- 
creases the salary of the Governor, with Gov. 
Abbett’s term next week, from $5,000 to 
$10,000 @ year, was reported from the Senate 
to the House this morning. It was hastily 
pushed through the various stages to final read- 
ing, and then put, under suspension of the 
rules, on final passage. Marshof Union made a 
speech, in which he urged that the Governor is 
underpaid; that the long line of illustrious 
men who had held the office were entitled to 
larger compensation, and that the State busi- 
ness has grown to such proportions as to de- 


mand better compensation for the Governor, 
He therefore moved that the House concur in 
the passage of the act. On roll call Assembly- 
men Ernst, Harris, Hudson, Norris, and Well: 
man voted “Nay.” Potts, Voorhees, and Ulrich, 
who first voted Nay, changed to “ Yea,” and 
the bill was declared to have been passed, 

It was placed at once in the hands of Gov. 
Green, and he lostno time in signing it. The 
bill, therefore, is now a law, and Gov. Abbett 
will be the first of New-Jersey’s ten-thousand- 
aollar Governors, 

Senstor Nevius to-day appointed his Inaugu- 
ration Committee. It consists of Senators Werts, 
Cranmer, and McDonaid. ‘‘the House commit- 
tee consists of Assemblymen Mallon, Schroth, 
Stull, Snyder, and Wyockeff. The committee 
met yesterday and decided to hold the inaugu- 
ration excrvises at Taylor’s Opera House. The 
lower part of the house will be reserved for 
ticket holders and the gabesies for visiting or- 
ganizations. The Legislature and State officers 
will also occupy the galleries. One box will 
be reserved for Gov. Abbett’s family and an- 
other for Gov. Green’s family. 

Senator Carter set the ballot reform ball roll- 
ing by reintroducing the Kane bill, and to-day 
Assemblyman Erwin introduced a bill of the 
same Kind. The following are its most impor 
tant sections: 


SECTION 1. All ballots cast for State, city, or town 
officers, at any State, city, or town election, shall be 
rinted and distributed at Dg expense, as here- 
nafter provided, and no ballots shal! ie cast at any 
election save such as are herein provided for; the 
term “State election,” as used in this act, shall ap- 
ply fo any election held for the choice of any nation- 
al, State, county, or district officer, or member of 
the State Legislature, whether for a full term or 
for the filling of a vacancy, and the term “State 
oiticer” shall apply to any person to be chosen by 
the qualified electors at such an;election; the term 
“oity election” shall apply to any municipal electson 
so held in a city, and the term “ city officer” shall ap- 
ply to any person to be chosen by the qualitied 
electors of any city or of a political division of 
any city at such election; the term **town” shall 
apply to any township, village, or incorporate bor- 
ough or political division thereof; the term “town 
election’’ shall apply to any election held in such 
township, village, or borough or division thereof, 
for the choice of local officers thereof, and the term 
“town officer’ shall apply to any person to be 
chesen at any such town ne 
8c. 2, Any canvention of delegates or nominat-

The property of all degoriptions in the State 
held for charitable and correctional purposes is 
valued at $57,695,499 27, of which nearly 
$12,000,000 belongs to the State, $2,700,000 
to counties, $4,800,000 to cities, and about 
$38,000,000 to incorporated benevolent as- 
soclations. Their indebtedness was nearly 
$3,400,000. The receipts of these institutions 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1889, aggregated 
$16,156,466 66, amd the expenditures $14,868,- 
733 77. 

The number of inmates in all the institutions 
Oct. 1, 1889, was 67,781, of whom 15,482 were 
insane, 20,949 orphan and dependent children, 
1,330 idiotic and feeble minded, 584 epileptic, 
657 blind, 1,328 deaf and dumb, 4,765 juvenile 
offenders and delinquents, 973 disabled soldiers 
and sailors, 3,782 hospital and infirmary pa- 
tients, 7,007 aged persons in homes for the 
friendless, and 9,980 in almshouses. During the 
year medical and surgical relief was furnished 
tu 443,341 outdoor patients, and the cities and 
counties relieved 59,761 outdoor sick and poor. 

The increase in the number of insane in the 
State has averaged about 660 each year for 
nine years. That is over 62 percent, against 
an estimated increase in population of 18 per 
cent. Besides the 15,482 insane in institutions, 
the board estimates that there are enough in 
in y care to raise the whole number to 20,000, 
or 1 for every 300 persons. 

The four;State asylums for the acute insane 
had 2,063 patients under care Oct. 1, as fol- 
lows: Utica, 653; Buffalo, 403; Hudson River, 
493, and the Homeopathic Asylum, 514. The 
two State asylums for the chronic sane had 
3,039 patients under care Oct. 1, as follows: 
Willard Asylum, 1,962; Binghamton Asylum, 
1,077. In addition to these, 19 counties Sg 
from the Willard Asylum act care for 1,831 
insane, 9 counties not exempt oare for 250 in- 
sane in separated institutions of their own, 
and 21 counties keep 175 ohronic insane 
in poorhouses. Seven counties only send their 
insane to State institutions, Fifteen insane are 
kept in city almshouses. The Kings County 
Asylum haa 1,79: patients, and the Monroe 
County Asylum 290. New-York County cares 
for 4,858 insane, 309 of them on the Central 
Islip Farm, L. I., and the others in the various 
asylums of the city. 

The board protests against the erection by 
the State of ¢reat expensive buildings for the 
concentration of the insane, and says that “ the 
best results in treatment, to say nothing of 
cures, are obtained in smaller, separate, and 
inexpensive buildings, capable of a larger range 
of classification.” 

There aro two State institutions for the blind, 
one in New-York with 199 inmates, and one in 
Batavia with 121. The inmates are taught 
many branches of learning and several indus- 
tries, with good results. There are also about 
one hundred blind paupers maintained in the 
almshouse on Blackwell’s Island, ana the New- 
York Commissioners of Charities and Correction 
distribute $20,000 annually to indigent blind of 
the city notin public institutions. 

Yhe board opposes the proposed extension 
of the reformatory at Elmira and favors a 
similar reformatory in some other part of the 
State. 

The house of refwgefor women at Hudson, 
with 108 inmates, is said to be insufficient for 
the State’s needs, and two new institutions of 
a similar sort are recommended, one for New- 
York and Kings Counties and one in the west- 
ern part of the State. 

There are 215 orphan asylums and homes for 
the friendless in the State reporting to the 
board, with an aggregate population of 32,366. 
The board says corporal punishment cannot be 
permitted in orphan asylums without “ an in- 
evitable tendency to abuse,” and should there- 
fore be abolished.

TYPHUS FEVER FROM ANTWERP. 

Health Officer William M. Smith of this port 
sent recently to the Surgeon General of the 
Marine Hospital Service in Washington a com- 
munication regarding the cases of typhus fever 
recently found in this city.

The obstinate contest which the Demo- 
crats of West Virginia made a year ago 
against the title of NATHAN GoFF to the 
office of Governor in that State seems to 
be fully justified by the result of the in- 
vestigation which was instituted by the 
Legislature. The report of the committee 
shows that the most outrageous frauds 
were committed in several counties. Ne- 
groes were brought in from other States to 
-work upon railroads and in the mines, and 
were induced to vote by their Republican 
bosses without a shadow of right. In other 
cases votes were openly bought and paid 
for in cash by the score. lt was a sorry po- 
litical training in fraud and corruption 
which intelligent white Republicans put 
the poor negroes through in West Virginia. 
By all the evil methods known to the most 
unscrupulous political managers GOFF con- 
trived to get an apparent majority on the 
face of the returns of 112. The vigorous 
contest which the Democrats made in the 
‘Legislature kept him out of the office, and 
it has also kept out the man really chosen 
for more than a year, the former Governor 
holding over until his successor should be 
declared elected. 








1s was to have been expected, the final 
disposition by Mr. Harrison of the long- 
delayed Chicago appointments satisfies no 
one except the favored parties. Senator 
CULLOM is completely disappointed, and 
Senator FARWELL is only moderately 
pleased. If Mr. HARRISON had set out to 
get good men for the two Collectorships— 
Customs and Internal Revenue—without 
reference to politics, the feelings of the 
Senators would be a matter of indifference. 
But he had nosuch object in his appoint- 
ment to the Internal Revenue Collectorship 
at least, for he has selected a mere tricky 
politician of the worst type, one “ Chris” 
MaMER. The affair seems, like many others 
of the same type, to have been managed 
with reference to 1892, and Mr. HarrRI- 
5ON’s chief consideration appears to have 
been how to prevent Senator CULLoM from 
getting strength as a candidate for the 
Presidential nomination. It remains to be 
seen how this policy will be regarded in the 
Senate. 


It would be too cynical to suggest that 
the presence on the committee of the Bar 
Association which has in effect recommend- 
ed the impeachmentot Judge Booxsta VER 











of so many lawyers in extensive practice 
betokens.a full confidence on the part of 
that body that it will succeed in getting 
Judge BooxsTAvER out. However that 
may be, the Bar Association has performed 
in this case, with moderation and dignity, 
but none the less thoroughly and cou- 
rageously, one of the main functions 
for which it exists, and which it 
has not always fulfilled. The statement 
of facts submitted by the special committee 
is conclusive. It shows that Judge Boox- 
STAVER refused to grant a divorce against 
FLACK because the plaintiff’s attorney was 
known to be FLAcK’s own lawyer, but 
within a period certainly not longer than 
twelve days did grant the divorce on 
precisely the same paper, the only differ- 
ence being that a dummy was substituted 
for FLack’s lawyer. Obviously’ whatever 
ecrounds Judge BooxstaverR had for 
suspecting the first application to have 
arisen from collusion or trickery were 
strengthened by the second, The report 
does not mention, as it might have done, 
the remarkable apathy shown by Judge 
BOOKSTAVER, after the facts had been 
brought to light, about the fraud that had 
been practiced upon him, and about his 
own good name as a Judge. It is to be 
hoped that the proceeding recommended 
by the committee will not languish, and 
that whatever is done about it at Albany 
may be done in the daylight. 








Mr. BLAINE will have the deep and sin- 
cere sympathy of the entire country in the 
affliction which has come upon him in the 
death of his son. WALKER BLAINE had in- 
herited the abilities of his father in a. more 
marked degree than any of his brothers, 
and in the work he has done in the State 
Department under the present Administra- 
tion, as well as during his father’s first term 
of office as Secretary, he showed consid- 
erable aptitude for public affairs. Thesud- 
denness of his death, a fata) termination of 
his disease having been foreseen only for a 
few hours, adds to the painfulness of the 
shock it causes, 











The question how far officers of the army 
and the navy may goin directly appealing 
to Congress to have their pay raised or their 
privileges increased is just now attract- 
ing some attention. Senator CHANDLER 
has introduced a resolution of inquiry in 
regard to the well-known bill proposed by 
Passed Assistant Paymaster COWIE, which 
has received a very large share of sup- 
port among naval officers. Paymaster 
Cowlg, on his part, has asked for a court 
of inquiry to determine whether he has 
done anything more than an officer has a 
right todo. Gen. SHERIDAN, it will be re- 
membered, took ground against officers of 
the army seeking to advance their inter- 
ests through solicitation of Congressmen 
for the introduction of legislation. Others 
have differed from his views on that point. 
Meanwhile a queer feature has been added 
to the matter by the bill just offered by 
Congressman OATES of Alabama, which 
provides that cadets, on being admitted to 
the West Point avd Annapolis Academies, 
shall add to the oath they now take a 
further solemn asseveration that they will 
never ask the President or Congress or any 
member of Congress for promotion or more 
pay. This proposal seems to exaggerate 
the assumed evils of the existing situation, 
and apon the whole the President and Con- 
gressmen ought to be able to také care of 
themselves without so curious an aid. 








MR. HARRISON ’S MAN. 

President HARRISON can have no motive 
but a personal one in seeking to give the 
most important Federal office in the South 
to HENRY C. WARMOTH. Even the Presi- 
dent himself would not venture to claim 
that it is in the interest of the service or of 
the public. He could examine WARMOTH’S 
public record with a microscope without 
finding the faintest indication of fitness for 
any public trust whatever. He could not 
have the most general knowledge of that 
record without being convinced that WaR- 
MOTH’s appointment is outrageously unfit, 
It is true that with these notorious facts in 
his mind Mr. HARRISON might be supposed 
to recall certain solemn promises that he 
made in 1888 and frequently repeated 
afterward, as to the manner in which, as 
President, he would make his selections for 
public office. We have no doubt that he 
does recall them, but not to respect them. 
Apparently the only feeling they can 
awaken in his mind is one of cynical amuse- 
ment that the American people can have 
been so easily duped by them, mingled with 
a feeling of cynical gratification that he 
should be enjoying the fruits of his own 
duplicity in such liberal measure, Nor can 
it be supposed even by Mr. HARRISON that 
WARMOTH’sS appointment can strengthen 
the Republican Party in Louisiana or else- 
where. It is many years now since WAR- 


’ MOTH’S name was anything but a stench in 


the nostrils of Louisiana Republicans, and 
his very last appearance in the politics of 
the State, when he secured the nomination 
for Governor in 1888, which no one else 
would take, was followed, first, by his open 
treachery to the party, and then by his 
overwhelming defeat, lgrgely by the votes 
of Republicans. 

The personal motive which alone can ex- 
plain an act that is shamefal so far as pub- 
lic duty is involved, and foolish to the point 
of idiocy so far as concerns party advan- 
tage, must, of course, be Mr. HARRISON’S 
ambition for 1892. He does not expect 
that any Republican candidate can carry 
Louisiana in that year, but he does hope 
that he, as an aspirant for renomination, 
can, with WaRMotuH’s help and the pat- 
ronage of the Federal Government, secure a 
delegation in the National Convention. We 
do not like to declare such a conclusion as 
this. Itis not pleasant for American citi- 
zens to believe that their Chief Magistrate 
can be influenced by so low a motive to so 
base an act. But there is no escape from 
the conclusion, no other possible way of 
explaining the President’s conduct. The 
facts are not only perfectly plain, but they 
have been given to the President and the 
public, and will be pressed upon the Senate, 
in a form so precise and defined, with state- 
ments so full and strong, with the author- 
ity of Republicans of Louisiana so un- 
questionable, that the hypothesis of any 





mere error by Mr. Harrison is wholly un- 





tenable, and the inference of personal mo- 
tive is irresistible, Nor, unfortunately, 
are we permitted by Mr. Harrison’s own 
reputation or by his previous career 
to consider it improbable that he 
would make WaARMOTH’s appointment 
from this motive. It is the same motive 
that dictated his course in Virginia, and 
though WaRMOTH is a worse man than Ma- 
HONE, that only renders his selection more 
clearly ill-advised from public or party con- 
siderations and makes the personal consid- 
eration plainer. Weneed hardly say that 
in our judgment Mr. Harrison’s mode of 
seeking a renomination is a very foolish 
one, and as shortsighted as it is disgraceful. 
He can never be sure that the fellow he has 
bought with an office will be true to him, 
or that, if he be, the renomination will not 
be harder to get for that very reason, or 
that if he gets it it will do him any good. 
Really, withso many chances against profit- 
ing by a disreputable policy like this, it 
would have paid Mr. HARRISON better to 
be honest. 

But there is another feature of the case 
worth noting. Itis that this unclean bnsi- 
ness would be impossible under a thorough- 
ly reformed civil ‘service. The only reason 
why Mr. HARRISON thinks it worth while 
to insult the American people and to out- 
rage decent Republicans in Louisiana by 
making so disreputable a person as WAR- 
MOTH Collector of the Port of New-Orleans 
is thatin that post WARMOTH can use the 
patronage of the place to secure control of 
the delegation to the next National Con- 
vention. If he could not do this Mr. Har- 
RISON would have no use for him, and if the 
patronage of the Collectorship were abol- 
ished and all the minor places taken out of 
politics, Mr. HarRIson would be perfectly 
willing to have an honest, efficient, and de- 
cent Collector. Mr. HARRISON understands 
this, and he understands how great an ad- 
vantage it would be to the public service, 
for he has frequently said so, and it was 
one of the reasons why he professed adhe- 
sion to the reform when he was seeking 
votes for his present office. The greatest 
merit of the reform is that it removes 
temptation to this kind of plotting from all 
branches of the service—from the President 
as well as from his appointees. Happily, 
this fact is becoming better understood 
constantly, and the lengths to which the op- 
portunities of the spoils system lead aman 
like Mr. HARRISON confirm the popular dis- 
approval and contempt for that system. 
Asan object lesson in the evils of spoils 
and the need of reform WARMOTH’S se- 
lection is valuable. But the lesson will 
be plain enough if it stops at the nom- 
ination, and the Senate will do no harm in 
refusing to let it go further, as the best’ Re- 
publicans of Louisiana are urging. 








MR. FASSETI’S RESOLUTION, 

Can it be possible that Mr. PLATT, foxy 
old THomas C., has been writing compro- 
mising letters to J. SLOAT FASSETT, and 
that the young Tammany braves have got 
hold of the letters? The tale is incredible, 
and we insist that. Mr. PLATT is entitled 
to a suspension of judgment until Tam- 
many produces the letters in his hand- 
writing. But if the story should prove 
to be true, what an interesting group 
of human virtues would be discredited 
and proved ineffectual! Caution, astute- 
ness, reserve, wariness of mind, prudence in 
counsel, foresight, hindsight, and sidesight— 
all these and many more vulpine traits Mr. 
Piatt has to an unusual degree. Did they 
all fail him at once and leave dim un- 
guided to stumble into this pit? 

But even if ‘Tammany has caught the Re- 
publican boss in his own trap, isn’t Tam- 
many wide of the mark in its conjectures 
about Mr. FassETT’s resolution to investi- 
gate certain city departments? We have 
understood that a Senate investigation 
would be undertaken this Winter, not for 
the purpose of exposing the misdeeds of any 
Tammany statesmen or of bringing charges 
of malfeasance against any officer of the 
City Government, but to obtain the in- 
formation necessary for a complete revision 
and reform of the present methods of man- 
aging the city’s finances. There is need 
enough of that, and Tammany ought not 
to oppose the proposition. 

The relations of the sinking fund to the 
Treasury, the anomalous financial system 
that obtains in the Dock Department, the 
management of the general fund and of 
unexpended balances, and the tangled sys- 
tem of bookkeeping in use are among the 
subjects into which inquiry is proposed. 
If a competent committee should make the 
investigation this Winter, its report would 
have great value as the basis of remedial 
legislation next Winter, and the city, not 
the Republican party or any other, would 
be the gainer. 








THE CASE OF GEN. DUANE. 

There is no consideration of public inter- 
est that requires an appeal to be taken 
from the decision of the General Term of 
the Supreme Court to the Court of Appeals 
in the suit brought to test the validity of 
Gen. DUANE’s title as an Aqueduct Com- 
missioner. On the contrary, it could only 
work a public injury whatever the result 
of the appeal might be. It has been a com- 
mon charge that Tammany officials were 
seeking by these proceedings to get Gen. 
DvuANE out of the Aqueduct Board in order 
to get a man of their own selection into it. 
There has been no pretense that they de- 
sired to get rid of him because he is not a 
valuable member of the board, for his 
eminent fitness for the position is not 
denied. It would be a public misfortune 
if on account of any technical defect in 
his @tle his services were to be lost. But 
the Mayor and his advisers have disclaimed 
the motives of political advantage which 
have been attributed to them, and have 
professed that their only desire was to re- 
move any doubt as to the validity of the 
action of the Aqueduct Board, which might 
be called in question on account of Gen. 
DuANE’s aileged ineligibility. It was os- 
tensibly on the ground of such possible 
doubt that the question was raised and the 
suit brought to test his title to the office. 

The question is settled and all doubt re- 
moved by the decision of the General Term 
as effectually as it would be by a decision 
of the Court of Appeals. If no appeal is 
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will stand as a final adjudication, and the 
Commissioner’s title can never again be 
called in question, directly or collaterally, 
in any proceeding in relation to the action 
of the board of which he is a member, orto 
his individual action as such member. An 
affirmance by the Court of Appeals would 
add nothing to the etfect of the adjudica- 
tion already obtained. The professed ob- 
ject of those who instigated and instituted 
the suit bas been fully accomplished. 

While there isnothing to be gained for 
the public by taking an appeal, there is 
something to be lost. If the decision of the 
General Term should be affirmed, as there 
is scarcely a doubt that it would be, no 
additional force or effect would be given to 
the adjudication, but the city would have 
to pay the expense to which Gen. DUANE 
would be put for counsel fees, &c, There 
is no ground upon which such an expense 
can now be justified. But suppose it 
possible that the decision of the General 
Term would be reversed. In that case 
what would the public gain? As the matter 
now stands, the city is in the best possible 
position, There is no cloud on Gen. 
DuANE’S title, and no question of the 
validity of the action of the Aqueduct 
Board on that account can be raised. In 
the event of a possible reversal of 
the decision, the whole question would be 
reopened. Not only would the public lose 
the valuable services of one of the ablest 
and most trusted of the Commissioners, 
but the very thing which the Mayor and 
the Corporation Counsel professed to dread 
would be brought upon thecity. All the 
harm that might come from doubt of the 
validity of the acts of the commission in 
which Gen. Duane has taken part would 
be incurred, and it might subject the city 
to costly and vexatious litigation. The 
friends of the Commissioner have no occa- 
sion to fear such an adverse result, but it is 
the only alternative of the lesser injury of 
wulcting the city Treasury in the costs of 
the appeal and the expenses of the defend- 
ant. 


Now, if the Mayor and his advisers have 
been acting in good faith and have been 
actuated by a regard for the public inter- 
ests, a8 they have professed to be doing, 
they have accomplished their purpose and 
should let the case rest upon the General 
Term decision. If they insist upon an ap- 
peal 1t will justify the charge that their 
sole object was to getrid of Gen. DUANE 
for a political purpose that is opposed to 
the public interests. Thatcan be their only 
object, for it is the only thing that can be 
gained if they should succeed in obtaining 
a reversal of the decision, and that could 
only be gained at the cost of a great public 
injury. Thus far they have had at least a 
plausible ground for their claim that they 
were acting from a regard for the public 
interests, and not from sordid partisan 
motives. If they persist in going further 
they will lose that ground, and it will be 
perfectly clear that they are acting on the 
slender hope that they may get Gen. 
DUANE’s place for a Tammany man and are 
willing to sacrifice the public interests to 
accomplish that purpose. It will afford a 
conspicuous test of the honesty of their 
professions in this and other matters of 
public moment, 





RACE IN EDUCATION. 


The trouble that is just now disturbing 
the peace of Alton, Ill, has a moral for 
every Northerncommunity. It bears a par- 
ticular moral for those orators and publi- 
cists who arefond of denouncing, especially 
on the eve of elections, what the late 
CHARLES SUMNER used to call “the ac- 
cursed spirit of caste,” and of assuming 
that that spirit is confined to the white 
johabitants of the States lately in rebell- 
ion. 

Now, Alton is a typical Northern commu- 
nity, except that, being near Missouri, it 
has probably a larger proportion than most 
Northern communities of blacks in its pop- 
ulation, and that the race question is, 
therefore, more serious. Illinois is at. any 
rate a typical Northern State, and has gone 
much further than most Northern States 
toward discountenancing by legislation the 
prejudice of color, seeing that it has incer- 
porated in its Constitution a provision that 
no person of school age shall be refused ad- 
mission to any of its public schools on ac- 
count of his color. It is this}provision with 
which it has now been attempted to beat 
down the prejudice of thé adult citizens of 
Alton against allowing their children to as- 
sociate in school with the children of their 
colored neighbors. 

lt appears that the negroes of. Alton have 
their own quarter, as they do in nearly 
every place of the population of which they 
constitute a considerable element, and that 
a school has been provided in this quarter 
for their use. This provision was not 
satisfactory to one PxrarrR, a colored 
laborer who stood upon his constitutional 
right to have his children taught in the 
white schools. Itis true that his children 
would have been as well taught in the 
colored school, and would have been very 
much happier there, unless their skins 
were thick as well as dark, than they 
would have been if intruded by a 
mandamus among the white children. 
These considerations did not disturb the 
purpose of PEarR to vindicate his consti- 
tutional rights. He was at some trouble to 
vindicate them, owing to a tyrannical re- 
quirement that a suitor must deposit securi- 
ty for costs before he can begin his suit, 
and that he must pay the fees, amounting 
to $75, for the issue of a mandamus. These 
exactions were too burdensome for PEAIR 
and were met by the subscriptions of his 
colored fellow-citizens. It is contended that 
his rights would have beensooner vindicated 
if he had not used the money collected 
for the expenses of the mandamus to pay 
his own taxes; but this contention is irrel- 
evant to the main question. It remains 
true that a mandamus did issue, and that a 
few days ago twenty-odd black childsen 
appeared to demand admission to the High 
School without showing that they were 
scholastically entitled to admission, but, 
attended by some three hundred adult and 
earnest colored friends of education, deter- 
mined to assert their rights at the edge of 
their ethnic razor. 

This zeal was impressive, but it was not 
according to knowledge, The law mar be 
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an ass, according to the dictum of Bumble, 
but the Constitution of Illinois is not such 
&n ass as to prescribe thata colored child 
shall be admitted purely by reason of his 
color to a class for which he is not quali- 
fied. The school officers of Alton have had 
merely to require that achild should pass 
an examination in the district of his own 
residence before being entitled to admission 
tothe High School. It is not likely that 
colured children enough will fill this re- 
quirement to make their presence in the 
High School avery burning question. If 
there is but one High School for children of 
both races, and if a qualified child were re- 
fused admission to it on account of his 
color, the refusal would be an exhibition 
of race prejudice that would be contrary 
to justice and decency as well as to the 
Constitution of Illinois. That does not 
seem to be the question at all. Some of the 
negroes insist that their children shall not 
merely be taught as the white children are 
taught, but shall be taught in the same 
schools. The Constitution seems to uphold 
this pretension, but the negroes are none 
the less foolish and ill advised to make it. 
Wherever a race question exists, North or 
South, and that is wherever there are many 
negroes in a white community, the solution 
of it must be sought in equal but not identi- 
cal rights and privileges. Whoever insists 
upon forcing himself where he is not 
wanted is a public nuisance, and his offen- 
siveness is not in the least mitigated by the 


circumstance that he is black. 
RARE ARRAN EET TT 


“BRING HERE THE MAZERS.” 

The formal announcement has been made 
by Prof. EBEN Norton Horsror> of his 
discovery of the ancient city of Norumbega 
near Cambridge, Mass. Five years ago he 
discovered on the banks of the Charles 
River the site of Fort Norumbega, and 
promptly notified Judge Day of the fact. 
Now he prints a detailed account of that 
find, and adds the news that he has discov- 
ered Vinland, including the Landfall of 
LEIF ERIKSON and the Site of his Houses. 

To the indifferent and unobservant this 
announcement is much like the taking of 
Holland by the Dutch, for it has been sup- 
posed that Fort Norumbega was spotted 
long ago by thé good people of Maine, else 
they would not have named divers places 
of assémbly Norumbega; while the posses- 
sion of Vinland is one of those things to 
which each child born in Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, and Rhode Island has prescriptive 
right, like breathing and becoming Presi- 
dent of the United States. Perhaps the 
Landfall of Lerr ERIKSON may startle some 
people, until they are assured that Prof. 
HorsForpD doesnot mean by thata landslide 
or any such fall of land upon our planet 
from some heavenly body as the ingenious 
Mr. IGnatrus DoNELLY imagined, but 
has used a nautical term out of compliment 
to the able navigator of Iceland and Green- 
land. Since Lrrr has begun to skip in 
bronze about the prow of his galley ina 
public square of Boston, it may be good 
form to use a word which resembles one 
that Lem might, could, would, or should 
have used when he sighted land. But 
parenthetically it may be observed that 
the precedent has perils, for by the year 
1892 we may be called upon to speak of 
the desembarcacion of CHRISTOFORO COLON, 
the porthfa of Prince Mapoc of Wales, and 
the ceanstaigreof Saint BRENDAN, toward 
which-no one will look forward withobt 
a shudder. 

That Norumbega was the name of a dis- 
trict and a settlement appears from the 
maps of the sixteenth century; but we 
must tax our credulity to imagine it so rich 
in gold, silver, pearls, and furs as a certain 
sailor described it, having in mind other 
towns he had visited about the Gulf of 
Mexico. Prof. HorsrorpD starts from an 
incident recorded in the life of 'THORFINN 
when in Norway, after he had passed three 
years in Vinland. A merchant of Bremen 
bought from THORFINN an article used in 
houses and formed of wood, paying at last 
a very high price for it, because THORFINN 
did not know that it was made of mésure 
wood! What adunce THORFINN must have 
been! This wood is identified with the 
burs or gnarls of the oak suitable for fash- 
ioning into cups, beakers, bowls, and so 
forth, such as were commonly used by the 
middle classes in that age.. The wood that 
THORFINN had felled and hewn and brought 
to the ship was mésure wood, an article in 
great demand in Europe for household 
things. Therefore Norumbega grew great 
on this commerce. But to get such wood it 
must be brought from the interior by water. 
Hence the need of dams, booms, and so on. 
But Prof. Horsrorp finds such dams and 
booms on the Charles and its tributaries. 
Therefore Norumbega the town and fort 
are at Watertown, on the Charles, since on 
the rude early maps the exact spot where 
where the settlement was or ought to have 
been does not appear. Q. E. D. 

The discoverer of Norumbega, who has 
erected a tower to establish his find, and 
provided it with a tablet setting forth that 
Norumbega is the Indian utterance of Nor- 
bega, an old name for Norway, does well to 
track the canals and other artificial water- 
ways for mésure wood and locate dams, fish 
weirs, and boomsin order to complete his 
thesis. But he has left with great mod- 
esty to others to point out corroborative 
arguments. That thereis a fatality about 
certain spots is positive from the history of 
Rome, Babylon, Constantinople, Chicago, 
and other venerable places. The same place 
appears to continue to breed thesame people, 
Has Prof. Horsrorp noted how the young 
men who ply the oar on the River Charles 
retain the pertinacity and courage in defeat 
shown by the Norse of the heroic ages?

Like the dissolute chief- 
tains we read of in the Heimskringla, these 
may themselves warrant the title of 
’mazer: for of their conduct all men are 
astonied. To them applies the line in BEN 
JONSON, as who 
“ Their brimful mazers to the feasting bring.” 
’ Jtis this use of mésure wood, Prof. Hors- 
FORD doés not tell us, as indicative of the 
foolishness that attacks young men who in- 
dulge in their cups, which gave rise to a

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The performance of Verdi’s “ Aida” at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last evening was de- 
lightful in most respects, though susceptible of 
some improvements. Tne cast was an uncom- 
monly strong one, save in the case of Fraulein 
Hubn, who was entirely overweighted with 
the grand réle of Amneris. lt is probable that 
many of the habitués of the German opera are 
quite ignorant of the possibilities of this 
part. Certainly, those who never heard Annie 
Louise Cary in it know nothing of its scope. If 
she had been on the stage in the great duet of 
the second act Lilli Lehmann would have met 
with one of the surprises of her oareer, for, as 
she went through the scene last night, shs 
would have been completely overshadowed by 
the greatest Amneris that ever walked the 
stage. It is impossible for any one hearing 


* Alda” to-day to avoid remembering Stra- 
kosch’s company at Booth’sTheatre some fifteen 
ears ago, when Clara Louise Kellogg and 
eresina Singer were the Aidas, Cary the Am- 
neris, Pantaleoni the Amonasro, and Frapolli 
the Rhadames. 

‘Lillt Lehmann was not so fine an Aida as 
Singer, but she was successful in the réle. She 
looked a noble savage Princess, and her power- 
ful voice was heard to advantage in the lovely 
measures. She will no doubt do much finer 
work with this part when she has sung it once 
or twice more. In the solointhe scene before 
the temple she seemed to have considerable 
difficulty in controlling her voice, and her 
mezza-voce effects were not what she intended 
them to be. In the subsequent scenes with 
Amonasro and Rhadames, particularily in the 
beautiful duet with the latter, she sang in a 
manner wholly worthy of « great artiat. 

In Rhadames Herr Perotti ghas a thoroughly 
congenialréle, He has not been overworked 
this season, and he was in excellent condition 
Jastevening. He sang with splendid gbandon 
and plentiful force. 1n the duet with just 
referred to he dia something more than exhibit 
the strength and quality of his voice. He sang 
with real dramatic feeling which he endeav- 
ored to express through the customagy arti- 
fices of singing. He even attempted a smor- 
zando effect, which came near to being suc- 
cessful. 

Herr Reichmann was adignified and sonorous 
Amopnasro, and at times he was forcible. He 
sang the music, as he sings everything, with 
good judgment and metbod, but not always ab- 
solutely in tune. The remaining members of 
the cast were Herr Fischer in his oid réle of the 
High Priest, and Herr Beck as the King. 
Fischer was not in good voice, but did 
his work well, as he always does. Herr 
Beck sang excellently. and added not a 
little o the general strength of the 
cast. Tuken all in all, last nigut’s performance 
may be set down as the best that has been 
given in German at the Opera House, and one 
of the best heard 1p the city in recent years. 
The great scene before the temple in the third 
act Was given with magnificent power by Leb- 
mann, Perotti, and Reichmann, and was the 
climax of the evening’s work. 

The chorus was not always true to the pitch, 
but the orchestra did its duty admirably. Herr 
Seidl conducted with care, ee gment, re ow great 
firmness. The brass band unfortunately was 
just a trifle out of tune with the orchestra. The 
spectacniar features of the opera were dis- 
played ina lavish mner. Most of the cos- 
tumes aes to be new, the scenery had 
been freshened up, and the graee was @ constant 
tield of gorgeousness. Q-morrow evening 
Wagner’s “ Fiying Dutchman” will be given. 














THE PALESTRINA CHOIR. 

In bringing forward the Palestrina Choir at 
Chickering Hall in the first concert of its sec- 
oud season, Mr. Caryl Florio afforded lovers of 
mixed-voice part-singing last evening a pleasur- 
able and artistic treat such as it is unfortu- 
nately only too seldom their good fortune to en- 
joy. The organization of whioh Mr. Fiorio is the 
conductor numbers some forty votces. Its ob- 
ject is wholly the interests of good musio, andit 
seeks to owe Its success and continuance solely 
to artistic and impersonal motives. Its stand- 
ard of excellence is high, and its achievement 
measures fully up to the standard which has 


been established for its guidance. Its work js 
at once interesting and educationally valuaple. 

fhe compositions chiefly performed by the 
choir belong to a school of which the majority 
of singers and professed musicians are entirely 
ignorant, hitherto unknown compositions of 
the most sterling merit. In the preparation of 
these works, as indeed in all that it undertakes, 
the training of Mr. Florio’s body of singers dif- 
fers radically from the course ordinarily - 
ed, the sonearanis of the ris anagrams See the 
concerts, veing conducted entirely without the 
aid of instrumental accompaniment. ‘ 

Aa the result of this course of procedure— 
which of necessity presupposes and demands 
ability in sight reading on te part of the vocal- 
iste—there is found in the Palestrina a body of 
singers individually and collectively competent 
to acquit themselves creditably without the 
help of factitious alds. There is norote-singing 
in the work of thie society; no re ce upon 
piano or orchestra to keep the cborus up to 
time or in time. 

The precision of attack and execution are 
worthy the highest praise; the parts are evenly 
patanced. and the expression with which the 
compositions committed to its interpretation 
are invested strikingly and uncommonly brill- 
lant. . 

The chorus was heard on this occasion, pre- 
liminary to the chief number of the voncer}, in 
the quaint medrigal of Orlando Gibbons, ‘‘ Ah, 
Dear Heart,” and Henry Puroell’s “ In These 
Delightfal. PleasantGroves,” Thomas Linley’s 
“‘ Let Me Careless,” the “ Sweet Honey-sucking 
Bees” of John Wilbye, and Palestrina’s motet, 
(composed 1569,) ** Vidi turban magnam.” 

Of these the Linley madrigal afforded thefpest 
example of the choir’s capacity. No more com- 
plete or richer illustration of legato nee 

as becn heard on this coucert stage, couple 
with pianissimo, crescendo, and decrescendo 
eftects of surpassing beauty; qualities which 
were further manifested and accentuated in 
the other selections named. 

The second part of the programme was de- 
voted to a repetition of Palestrina’s ‘‘ Missa 
Pap Mareelli,” a work which cannot too fre- 
quently be heard. It was Palestrina who first 
taught the world that music was not a mere 
lifeless collection of notes and symbols; that, 98

ELECTED TO THE SENATE, 





A VICTORY FOR TARIFF REFORM I 
MARYLAND. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan. 15.—United States Sena- 

tor Ephraim King Wilson was to-day elected to 
to succeed himself. He got the solid Demo- 
cratic vote of the Legislature in joint con 
vention. The Republicans voted for Thomas 
8S. Hodson, who has twice run for Congress im 
the First District, and who is booked for the 
United States District Attorneyship. 
Senator Wiison’s re-election was dus entirely 
tothe force of public sentiment, in which the 
tariff question played an important part. His 
record was not brilliant, but it was respecta- 
ble, and the people had confidence in his integ- 
rity. The opposition to his reelection was 
based upon the fact that he haa done little to 
secure Federal appointments for his constitu- 
ents. He had few workers for his cause, and 
the situation offered an ppportunity for a com- 
bination in practical politics. Such a combina- 
tion was formed. It contemplated the election 
of Gov. E. E. Jackson to. the Senate, of Con- 
troller Vic Boughman to the Governorsnhip, and 
of Secretary of State Le Compte to the Con- 
trollership. 

Gov. Jackson formally announeed his candi- 
dacy, and the campaign opened. It looked like 
another ‘“‘boodle” tight, but the people of the 
State began to make themselves heard, Sena- 


tor Wilson is a tariff reformer, standing square- 
ly op the position outlined by . Cleveland. 
Gov. Jackson is inclined tow protection. 


Maryland is a tariff-reform State, practically 
solid in its Democratic support of Mr. Cleve- 
land. As the contest advanced public senti- 
ment became more outspoken. Its voice, 
eoupled with the fact that Senator Wilson was 
the better man for the place, had its effect. 
Gov. Jackson withdrew as formally as be had 
announced himself. The combination went to 
pieces and Senator Wilson was unanimously 
ae py the Democratic caucus for re- 
t-} on. 

ov. Jackson’s closest-friends explain that he 
was reluctantly persuaded into the matter by 
his zealous advocates. They all agree that it 
was the great mistake or his life in entering the 
contest at all. 

CoLuMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 15.—The House and 
fenate met in joint session at noon to-day and 
formally declared Calvin 8 Brice elected to the 
United States Senate. Mr. Brice made a brief 
speech of acknowl ent aad was presented 
tv the members in pefson. The result was de- 
clared amid much enthusiasm. The hall was 
crowded, many ladies being present, among 
them Mrs. Brice. 





A BOOM FOR BALLOT REFORM. 


THE UNEXPECTED RESULT OF SENATOR 
GORMAN’S OPPOSITION. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan. 15.—Senavor Gorman’s 
specch against the Australian ballot system 
has given ballot reform the biggest boom in 
this State that ithasever enjoyed. It has had 
exactly the opposite effect that the Senator in- 
tended. The points of the speech were fully 
outlined in THz TIMEs’s dispatcnes two weeks 
ago. Senator Gorman intended that the fight 
should be begun by the country weeklies, and 
that their editorials should be used before the 
Legislature aa the reflex of the sentiment of the 
State. His speech got out, and it presented 
him as the open opponent of the system. The 
result has been that nearly every Democratic 
paper in the State has come out in editorials 
criticising the Senator’s views and calling for a 
new election law, basea upon the Australian 
system, or containing such provisions as shail 
prevent fraud and insure the honest count of 
the ballot. 

The people have indorsed these views, and 
now the members of the Legislature are trying 
to get high positions on the reform wave. Some 
bills have been introduced, and others are to 
follow. So great has been the reaction that 
there is talk of a Democratic successor to Sen- 
ator Gorman. This, however, is quite prema- 
tare. Gorman still bas a firm hold on Maryland 

olitics, and when the election occurs two years 

ence be will probably be re-elected. His weak- 
ness lies in bis opposition to all reform meas- 
ures and his advocacy of a protective tariff. 
His cont veee with the Republicans in the Sen- 
ate wil used against him. Senator Gorman 
is regarded in Maryland about as Gov. Hill 
regarded in New-York.

JGNORED BY HIS PARTY IN 
THE SENATE. 

TAMMANY SAID-TO HAVE COMPROMISING 

LETTERS OF PLATT AND FASSETT— 

ANOTHER INVESTIGATION PLANNED. 


ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Thomas C. Platt deified, 
Gov. Hill rebuked again by his own party, and 
‘the daily disturbande between the Republican 
nnd Democratic Senators were the features of 
the Senate to-day. Vedder deified Platt, and the 
‘old triangular fight between Vedder, Fassett, 
‘and Cantor took up two hours of valuable time. 

Cantor had been advised by Gov. Hill to ob- 
struct the Republicans when they attempted to 
thave the Committee on Privileges and Elections 
take up the matter of the contested seats of the 
Democratic Senators Chase of Albany and Col- 
lings. Cantor fluked badly and was defeated by 
his own party, whose members rallied under 
John C. Jacobs, who was Cantor's rival for the 
leadership of the minority, and voted with the 
‘Platt Republicans. The rebuke to Gov. Hill was 
‘thoroughly enjoyed by the Republicans. His 
‘advice had been scorned, and his meddling dis- 


‘position again suffered humiliation at the hands 
jot his o party. The Republicans say to-night 
;that Gov. Hill’s advice to Cantor will result in 
the unsoating of Senator Collins, the personal 
|reprepresentative of Edward Murphy, Jr., who 
lis the Governor's most intimate friend and his 
‘closest political adviser. It will raise the Re- 
{publican representation in the Senate to twen- 
ty-one, requiring the vote of only one Demo- 
crat to Insure the passage of any ports moas- 
‘ure, especially the Saxton Ballot Reform bill, 
over Gov. Hill’s veto. 
~~ 





The ball opened the moment Senator Vedder 
handed up a resolution empowering the Com 
mittee on Privileges and Elections to take up 
the matter of the contested seats of the Demo- 


cratic Senators, Collins of Troy and Chase of 
Albany, the committee to sit anywhere in the 
State it saw fit. Senator Cantor, acting under 
orders from Gov. Hill, made the unwise motion 
to table the resolution. He intimated that 
after the manner in which the Republic- 
tans had composed the committees, the Demo- 
‘crats could expect very little justice, particu- 
larly in acase involving the seats of two of 
their number. He was willing to join hands 
witb Vedder if he could only be convinced that 
the investigation woula be pursued in the in- 
terest of the public, but there was too much 
politics in it and his duty forced him to vote 
against it. 

Senator Chase, whose title to his seat is in- 
volved, made a very manly speech. He said it 

‘might appear as it he acted with some impro- 
ipriety in taking the floor, but he was anxious to 
‘convince the Senate that he courted the fullest, 
freest, fairest, and most exhaustive investiga- 
tion to show and prove that the charges in the 
Republican papers of this section were abso- 
lutely false and without foundation. 

Mr. Ives could not see why the investigation 
sbould not be held in the Capitol. 

Mr. Cantor’s policy of obstruction was plain- 
ly opposed by members of bis own party, and 
when he took the floor for the third time, Sena- 
tor Vedder observed that there was a great 
similarity at this moment between the Demo- 
pratic minority and the Duke of Wellington 
when the latter exclaimed, ‘‘ Oh, that night or 
Blucher woulda come!” He thought he could 
hear every Democratic Senator exclaim, ‘‘ Oh, 
that night would come or Jacobs would assume 
the leadersbip !” 

The speech that created most merriment, 
however, among the Democrats, and brought 
out on the floor around of applause from the Re- 
pubiicans, came from Mr. Vedder in winding up 
.the two bours’debate. To understand the speech 
‘thoroughly it is only necessary to Know that 
‘Mr. Platt placed Mr. Veader as Chairman of the 
Committees of Taxation aud Retrenchment and 
‘of Insurance, and had given him important po- 
sitions on several others, 80 that the Senator’s 
bombastic eulogy of his chief on the floor of the 
Senate to-day can be regarded simply as a con- 
tribution toward discharging a_debt of grati- 
tude, Mr. Vedder said: ** I am, I believe, a Re- 
publican, and I belheve in the principles of my 
party most thoroughly, honestly, and consist- 
ently. I belong to the party, thank Heaven, that 
has no boss—that cannot go to the city of New- 
York or elsewhere and find any one who can 
give it instructions or orders.” 

**Do you mean to deny that Mr. Plattis the 
Republican boss ia the State?” asked Mr. Can- 
tor. 

“T absolutely deny it!” roared Mr. Vedder. 
¢ “Or one of them?” inquired Mr, Cantor. 

“Nor one of them,” repeated Mr. Vedder. 
*“*Boss! That term the Republican Party never 
knew by actual experience. Bossa! Go down 
to New-York,” he yelled, ‘and look at Tam- 
many Hall ana see the thousand slaves that 
wear the collar and the shackles of Tammany 
Hall, and there you wili see bossism in its most 
malignantform. Messrs. Ives and Cantor know 
of no way of walking or proceeding unless they 
have their orders, and they are ali at sea when 
Tammany Hallis silent for twenty-four hours 
‘in rezard to the legislatian of this State. 

“Mr. Thomas C. Platt a boss!” he bellowed; 
.**He never has posed as such. He has been a 
sort of Amicus Curiz for the Republican 
Party. Mr. Plattis a man of great patriotism 
and great ability” said Mr. Vedder with extreme 
unction, ‘and a talent that almost amounts to 


prophecy, and he is a Republican,” (here Fassett 
nodded his head approvingly-) ‘and he has 
often given the Republicans advice,” (that’s so, 
said Erwin,) ‘that has carried the grand old party 
in the State and Nation to victory, and I hope 
to the Lord he may be spared to do itin the 
future.”’ **‘Amen!’”’= sai Judge Robertson, 
while all the Platt Senators applauded. After 
such a deification of the Republican boss it 
would have been the height of the ridiculous if 
Mr. Cantor’s motion had not been beaten. In 
fact Mr. Cantor could hold only one member of 
his own party, Capt. Hawkins, the lone mariner 
of Northport, while all the other Democrats 
voted with the Republicans. 


Senator Fassett was authorized this morning

The Board of Monument Commissidners, acting 
under a law passed by the Legislature of 1885, 
consisting of Gens.

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e JAMES B. DUPIGNAC, 

James Betts Dupignac, for many years con- 
epicuous in educational work in this city, died 
very suddenly yesterday morning at his home, 
322 West Twenty-third-street. He had spent 
part. of the day before at the law office of his 
son, down town, and in the evening had enter- 
tained some friends at his home. He retired at 
about 2:30 o’olock yesterday morning, and 
shortly afterward his son heard him gasping in 
his room. Medical assistance was summoned, 
but the time the phyaielan had arrived 
soe . ae come. Heart failure was the cause 
of death. 

Mr. paplanne was born in East Broadway in 
ia city In 1818, and came of an old Huguenot 
family. He lived for many years in the Fifth 
Ward, and after a while achieved prominence 


from the active interest he tookin educational 


work. @ was sent from that ward as School 
Commissioner in the Board of Fducation in 
1856, and continued as a member of the board, 

eing suc ful in su asive ejections until 
1869. In the ey two terms he served he repre- 
sented the First District, which included tho 
first elght wards of the city. One of his elec- 
tions was very hotly contested. He was nomi- 
nated on aon ag PA Regen Citizens’ ticket, run- 
ning against a ticket nominated by the United 
Domooracy of the city. In this fight he was 
elected trinmphantly, and was largely assisted 
in it by Judge Charles C. Nott of the Court of 
Ciaims, William Aymar, and John Hewitt, ex- 
Mayor Hewitt’s brother. 

During his various terms in the Board of Ed- 
uoation Mr. Dupignac fought for the abolition 
of corporal punishment in public schools. It 
was a bitter fight, and it was only after a strug- 
gle lasting for six years that he saw his efforts 
crowned with success. orporal punishment 
was lished and has never been re-established, 
although frequent attempts in that direction 
have been made. Mr. Dupignac served on the 
committee with Recorder Smyth which investi- 
gated the gharges of bribery against Boodle Al- 
derman irk, who as School Trustee was 
charged with receiving money for the appoint- 
ment of public sohool teachers. His investiga- 
tion resulted in the expulsion of Kirk from the 
Boaya of Trustees. tr. Dupignac was also 
Chairman of the School Committee, and won the 
everlasting gratitude of the teachers by always 
and earnestly advocating the proper payment 
of teachers in public schools. 

Mr. Dupignac was also well known as a hotel 
» having been proprietor of the old Tre- 
mont House from 1860 to 1870. His wife died 
in the latter year, and he then retired perma- 
nently from business. 

Mr. Dupignac leaves three sons, one of whom, 
Frank J. Dupignac, has obtained considerable 
prominence in this city as a lawyer. The fu- 
neral services will be held at the Church of the 
Holy Communion, Sixth-avenue and Twentieth- 
street, on Saturday morning, at 10 o’clock. The

STEPHEN HOWARD THAYER. 

Stephen Howard Thayer, one of New-York’s 
oldest and best-known lawyers, died suddenly 
yesterday morning of cerebral hemorrhage at 
his residence, 135 West Ninety-seventh-street. 
Mr. Thayer, who had just passed his sevonty- 
eighth birthday, had been attending regularly 
to his law practice until within a week, when 
he became sick and remained in his house. His 
death was totally unexpected. 

Mr. Thayer was born in South Braintree, near 
Boston, on Jan. 10,1812. He received his edu- 
cation in the Boston Latin School and at W11l- 
jams College, from which institution he was 
graduated with honor about 1833. Early in 
life he had selected the profession of law in 
which to seek for honors, and almost imme- 
diately after his graduation he came to this 
city to take up its practice. He entered the 
law office of Horace Holden in Beekman-street, 
where he served his apprenticeship, and then 
entered upon the practice of his chosen profes- 
sion on his own account. 

Real estate and the settling of large estates 
were Mr. Thayer’s specialties, and in the latter 
he was associated in some of the largest trans- 
actions in America. He was the counsel for the 
eatate of Anson G. Phelpsin the bitter contest 
made by that gentleman’s heirs over his will, 
and also acted inthe settlement of the larce 
estate of John A. Merritt, acting for the estate, 
He also took a prominent part in the settlement 
of the Jacob Weeks edtate. Mr. Thayer's office 
fog ney years was at 150 Nassau-street. 

r. Thayer was very active in church work. 
He was a member of the Presbyterian Church 
Erection Board, was an Elder in the Présbyte- 
rian Church, and was deeply interested in mis- 
sion work. He had a beautiful country home 
at Yonkers. The only public office he ever 
held was in that town, having served there as a 
member of the Board of Trustees of the village 
from 1862 to 1872. 

Mr. Thayer leaves a widow and six children, 
one daughter and five sons, one of whom, Ste- 
phen H. Thayer, Jr., is Judge of the City Court 
of Yonkers. Funeral services will be held at 
the residence, 135 West Ninety-seventh-strect, 
to-morrow afternoon at 3 o’clook.

Dr. Alois Donbauser, Sergeantin the United 
States Signal Corps, died at his homein Albany 
late Monday night, from laryngeal consumption.

Don- 
hauser was sent to Rochester, choosing that 
ony.

ANGRY ILLINOIS SENATORS 


FARWELL* TO THAOH » THE 
PRESIDENT A LESSON. 
THE CHICAGO APPOINTMENTS STIRRING 
UP MUCH WRATH—COMMENTS WHICH 

WILL NOT LEAD TO PEACE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Senator Farwell’s 
warm resentment at the nomination of John 
M. Clark to be Collector of Customs at Chicago 
does not appear to grow cool. On the contrary, 
the more he meditates upon the way that Pres- 
ident Harrison ignored his wishes and trampled 
upon his feelings, the hotter his temper grows. 

It is announced that Mr. Farwell proposes to 
teach Gen. Harrison a lesson upon the rights 
of Senators by securing the rejection of Clark’s 
nomination, He was busy to-day appealing to 
members of the Commerce Committee and 
to other Senators on the floor not to give 
their support to the nominee, and he in- 
tends to appeal to “Senatorial courtesy,” if 
necessary to prevent confirmation. “ Sena- 
torial courtesy” is a pretty powerful factor in 
disposing of contested nominations, for it re- 
quires all Senators to follow the wishes of the 
two Senators from the State in which the dis- 
puted office is situated.

CUNNEOTIOUT MASONS. ~~ 


A STRICTLY SECRET BALLOT DEMANDED 
IN THE LODGE ELECTIONS. , 


HARTFORD, Jan. 15.—The Connecticut Grand 
Lodge of Masons commenced its ene bundred 
and second annual session here this aiternoon, 
Grand Master J. H. Swartwout of Stamford 
presiding. ‘ 

The past year has been one of the most suc- 
cessful which the order has had in this State. 
The total membership on the 1st of January 

a8 15,211, the net gain for the past twelve 
months being 480. There were 219 deaths dur- 
ing the period, Tne whole number initiated 
during the year was 613. Only one man in the 
jurisdiction was expelled for unmasonic con- 
duct. The general finances of the order are in 
good condition. The Masonic Charity Founda- 
tion fund now amounts to $10,518 71, and is 
securely deposited in savings banks in this city, 
New-Haven, Bridgeport, and Danbury. The 
Trustees of the fund are Messrs. N. G. Hinckley 
of Hartford, Edmund Tweedy of Danbury, and 
William R. Higby of Bridgeport. The tvtal 
funds in the Grand Lodge Jan. 15, 1890, amount 
to $1,304 37, 

The annual address was delivered by Grand 
Master Swartwout, reviewing at length the 
geeue work in Masonic circles throughout the 

tate. It appears from the address that politic- 
al parties are not the only organizations de- 
manding complete secrecy of the bailot. The 
Grand Master says his attention has been di- 
rected to a practice, more or less prevalent in 
tho lodges, which practically defeats a secret 
ballot. This is the natural result of the intro- 
duction of methodsinto the lodge rooms, he 
adds, that are both vicious and unmasonic. Se- 





crecy of the ballot is essential to its perfect 
exercise. ‘‘ To secure secrecy and protect the 
pur iy of choice in the lodge room it has been 
ostablished as a usage, not only that the vote 
shall be taken by a ballot, but that there shall 
be no subsequent discussion of the subject. 
Not only has po member aright to inquire how 
his fellows have voted, butit is wholly out of 
order for him to explain his own vote.” 

During the past year edicts have been re- 
ceived from the Grand Masters of Pennsylva- 
nia, Nebraska, Florida, and South Dakota de- 
claring the so-called ‘‘Cerneau Rite” clandes- 
tine. In consequence of the Masonic interests 
involved, the opinion of the Committee on 
Jurisprudence—Luke A. Lockwood of Norwalk, 
i Taoeede solicited by the Grand Master. 
Mr. Lockwood, who is a New-York lawyer, re- 
siding in this State, and a gentleman of prom- 
inence in Masonry, decides that ‘“‘sofar as the 
Grand Lodge is concerned there is nothing 
Masonic except what pertains to the first three 
degrees of Masonry; thatitcanno more have 
Masonic knowledge of the Scottish Rite than 
it can have Masonic knowledge of the 
numerous secret societies which exist on every 
hand.” Mr. Lockwood says in addition: ** We 
cannot afford, nor have we the right to do any- 
thing whereby a brother, guilty of no moral 
turpitude and performing all his duties as a 
zood Mason and citizeu, shall be excluded from 
thig guaranteed brotherhood, simply because 
some other society declares that he belongs to 
@ schism of that body and is clandestine.” Mr. 
Lockwood can see no reason why the Connecti- 
cut Grand Lodge should, or indeed how it can, 
Meddle with either party to the dissensions 
arising in the independent Scottish Rite. Tne 
concurrence of Grand Master Swartwout in 
this view is full and emphatic. It settles the 
question that the Connecticut Grand Lodge of 
Masons will not become an ally with the Grand 
Lodges of Pennsylvania, Nebraska, Florida, and 
South Dakota inthe crusade against the Cer- 
neau Rite. 

There is general rejoicing in the Grand Lodge 
on account of the reinstatement of “Old Hiram 
Lodge” of New-Haven. Tue subject is referred 
to by the Grand Masterin his address and tne 
Grand Secretary, J. K. Wheeler, of this city, in 
his annual report. 

On 8t. John’s Day, in June, Grand Master 
Swartwout refused a dispensation to Washing- 
ton Lodge of Windsor to turn out as a lodge for 
the purpose of attending divine service. It had 
been the custom of that lodge to assemble on 
St. John’s Day and attend service ina body. 
The Grand Master’s refusal to grant permission 
to continue the practice was based on the 
ground that a lodge should never appear in 

ublic except to perform some Masonic work. 

ut if the custom is to prevail hereafter by the 
lodges he recommends thatthe course be au- 
thorized under a resolution of the Grand 
Lodge. In this way the oe which 18 not 
objectionable in itself, mizht be adopted by all 
the lodges in this jurisdiction.

WANTING IT ALL ABOLISHED, 


A CIGAR MANUFACTURER OPPOSING THE 
INTERNAL KEVENUE SYSTEM. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Only two gentlemen 
cared to talk to the Ways and Means Committee 


at to-day’s tariff hearing, and one of these con- 


fined his remarks to the internal revenue sys- 
tem. The committee appears to have about ex- 
hausted the supply of people who want more 
protection. 

Charles Heber Clark of Philadelphia, a manu- 
facturer of surgical instruments, told the com- 


mittee that catheters now paid duties ranging 


from 30 to 50 per cont., according to the ma- 
terial with which they were covered. He 
wanted them put under a duty of 40 per cent., 
without reference to their coverings. 

Mr. Bernhard Baron, a Baltimore cigar manu- 
facturer, argued for the entire abolition of the 
internal revenue taxes on cigars and tobacco. 
He thought the proposal to take the taxes off 


chewing and smoking tobacco alove was unjust 
to the farmers of the States growing cigar 
tobacco. If the cigar tobacco tax was removed 
prices would be greatly reduced, the consump- 
tion would be largely increased, and the farm- 
ers would find a good market for their tobacco. 
Of the $36,000,000 taxes now paid yearly at 
least $25,000,000 came out of the poor people, 
who had to buy cheap tobacco and cigars. 

Mr. Baron found that the man who paid $20 
for a thousand cigars paid one-sixth of that 
sum for taxes, while the man who bought u 
ten-cent cigar paid only one-thirtieth of the 
amount for taxes. He coulda see no force in'the 
argument that manufacturers could not pro- 
tect their brands without the internal revenue 
system. The Patent Office, he thought, was the 
piace to protect trade marks. If the large man- 
Ufacturers were afraid that the small ones 
would burt them if put on equal terms, it only 
proved that the big ones had a monopoly under 
the present system. He could see no reason 
why the farmer who raised tobacco should re- 
celve any more protection than the farmer who 
raised vegetables. 

When Nr. Baron retired nobody stepped for- 
ward to take his place. The committee took a 
recess until this afternoon, but when it recon- 
vened no witnesses were present, and so an ad- 
journment was taken until to-morrow morning. 
At that time stove manufacturers and dealers 
in electrical goods are to be heard, and with 
— the committee willend its fommal hear- 
ngs.

THE NEXT STEPS TO BE TAKEN TO 
SECURE THE WORLD’s FAIR. 


For the first time since the World’s Fair 
guarantee fund was begun no subscriptions 
were received yesterday through the Mayor’s 
office. Atthe Chamber of Commerce, the re- 
pository of whatever pledges are made direetly 
to the Committee on Finance, only $700 was 
gathered in yesterday. According to Mr. De- 
pew, there is but one cause for this—the delay 
in presenting an “enabling bill” at Albany 
and rushing it through. Mr. Depew is sup- 
posed to have charge of this bill, but ever since 
his return trom Washington he has been ex- 
pecting to have the Committee on Legislation 
meet. A session of this important committee 


was to have been held yesterday, but it fell 
through. It will probably be held this after- 
noon. 

Who is to present the bill to the Senate and 
Assembly and how it is to be backed up are just 
now the great questions. The influences of 
Tammany Hall are beginning to come Into play. 
The addition of St. Tammany to the forces al- 
ready working for the fair is reckoned upon as 
the source of assistance most to be feared at the 
State Capitol. 

In relation to the billitself Mr. Whitney said 
yesterday that Mr. Depew would decide the 
method of its presentation. Mr. James W. 
Tappin, who has all aloug been an earnest 
worker for the fair, declared that the people, 
especially those who have subscribed to the 
guarantee fund, would tolerate no political in- 
terferenceé with the bill expected to be passed 
at Albany. Col. John C. Calhoun, who is a 
member of the Committee on Legislation, be- 
lieves that political intiuence in aid of the bill 
from any party would simply arouse suspicion 
= ae exposition was to be used for political 
effect. 

Outside of politics there is only one other 
danger to be averted if New-York wishes to be 
the seat of the fair. Itis the postponement of 
the exposition to 1893 or 1895. The guarantee 
fund subscribers have signed subsoription books 
under distinct agreements. These agreements 
specify no exact date for the holding of the fair. 
There is the o:ninous headline, however, and it 
reads, * International Exposition of 1892, Sub- 
seribers to the Five-miliion-dollar Guarantee 
Fond.” It is a question whether the subscribers 
could be legaliy held to their subscriptions in 
case of a postponement. 

There is no question that the postponement 
of the fair would be seized as the pretext to 
cancel subscriptions hitherto pledged. Secre- 
tary Wilson of the Chamber of Commerce esti- 
mates that fully $5,000,000 of the big Zund can 
be collected. All outside of this he regards as 
bogus. This is the exact condition, as reported 
yesterday, of the guarantee fund:

PROGRESS IN #LECTRICITY. 








LIGHT WITHOUT HEAT AND OTHER 
PUZZLES FOR THE SCIENTISTS. 


Joseph Wetzler, the well-known electrician, 
delivered aninteresting lecture last night be- 
fore the New-York Electrical Society, in Clinton 
Hall, on ** The Electrical Progress of the Year.” 
He told of the rapid acquisition by students of 
knowledge concerning the electrical science 
and described the reasons as attributable to the 
samo passion as that of the discoverer of new 
continents, for the tleld of electrical discovery 
aud applied science was practically illimitable. 


Mr. Wetzler said, however, that the lighting 
by the electrical process now in use would have 
lo give way before the discovery of the princi- 
pla of how light may be generated without 
heat, as in the sac of the lightning bug and the 
giow-worm. ‘‘There are men of geodius now 
experimenting upon this problem,” said the 
speaker, ‘“‘and the period of its solution is not 
far off.” 

He sald that a very necessary discovery was 
how to reduce the weight of the storage battery 
so that electricity may be use as the motive 
power of great detached machines like those of 
the ovean steamships. He mentioned a scheme, 
which is now under consideration, of takin 
water gas, which is almost pure hydrogen, an 
applyiug itin the form of a yas battery, there- 
by generating electricity and then distributing 
itin the usual way. One of the most serious 
problems of the present civilization, the speak- 
er suid, was wbat to do with the sewage of 
great cities to prevent its breeding disease. He 
believed that it might be treated with electric- 
ity and so deprived of its obnoxious qualities. 

One of the most remarkable improvements 
upon the practical working of the telegraph, 
the speaker continued, was the synchronous 
multiplex telegraph system, invented by Lieut. 
F. G. Patten, because it permits the sending of 
twonty-four distinctly different messages at 
once over the same wire. Another invention 
which he regarded as extraordinary and as 
calculated to work a great revolution in pres- 
ent locomotion was the Weems electric railway 
system, now in practice on a limited scale at 
Laurel, Md. On this system cars bad been 
propelled at the rate or 120 miles an hour. 
The question of electrical refrigerating, he said, 
was also being considered with the greatest at- 
tention and would soon show practical results,

QUESTIONED BY INGERSOLL 


MISS OAMMERER OROSS-EFX- 
AMINED. 

THE PLAINTIFF IN THE $100,000 BREACH 

OF PROMISE SUIT MAKES AN EN- 
TERTAINING WITNESS. 


Miss Caroline J. Cammerer, the Philadelphia 
music teacher who is seeking damages in the 
sum of $100,000 from Clemens Muller of this 
city for alleged breach of promise of marriage, 
Was again on the witness stand in Part IV. of 
the Supreme Court yesterday. 

The thread of the lovestory between the aged 
New-Yorker and the pretty Philadelphian was 
resumed at the beginning of the year 1887. It 
had been shown that at the close of 1886 Mr. 
Muller’s love for Miss Cammerer had not 
abated in the least. He was still urging her to 


marry him and she was still withholding her 
consent until the production of Muller’s divorce 
papers, which were always promised, but which 
never came. 

Of her own feelings at this time Miss Cam- 
merer testified that she loved Mr. Muller more 
devotedly than ever, a statement that was cor- 
roborated by her letters to him, each of 
which contained in the valedictory clause 
a “hearty kiss.” March 9, the day set for 
the marriage, came and went and still tne 
torch of Hymen was not lighted, because the 
divorce papers were not forthcoming. Mr. 
Muller finally became so desperately Impatient 
to claim her as his wife that he went to Phila- 
delphia, and finding herill in bed besougnt her 
to getup and marry him, divorce papers or no 
divorce papers. He urged a secret marriage 
and an immediate departure for Europe. 

She resented the proposition of a secret 
marriage as an insult and told him that she 
could never wed without the knowleage and 
consent of her father. She also upbraided 
him for hie treatment of her and told him that 
he had blighted her life. When neither anger 
nor entreaty could move her from her firm re- 
solve he kissed ber, and, weeping copiously, 
said: “If I bave done anything wrong I will 
wake restitution.” 

With this declaration and a promise to write 
to her in a few days, he left her und came back 
to New-York. This was in May, 1887, and it 
was the last time he ever visited her. She 
waited in vain for a letter, and finally wrote on 
June 12, asking her ‘‘dearest Clemeus” why he 
had so neglected her. This communication 
elicited the following response, which was the 
last letter he ever wrote her: 

NEwW- YORK, June 16, 1887. 

DEAREST LINCHEN: It pleases me to learn that you 
are in the path of convalescence. I was very much 
worried, you might get dangerously ill, but under 
the circumstances have no right to write. The ex- 
pPlanations and position in which I left you, last 
month, that my age oye is no longer pleasant 
takes all hope from meof ever calling you mine. 
Nothing is given meon this earth but to feel re. 
sigued. The continual excuses which I received 
lately is suflicient to shatter the strongest con- 
stitution. I am not able to brave anything 
in my broken-down health, but resign myseif as it 
is impossible to change it. I will always cherish 
and number the many hours I spent in your com. 
pany as the best of ny life, and will ever remember 
and hold you in greatest honor and respect, and 
close with the request that you, too, may keep me 
in Find remembrance. In hopes that you may soon 
recover entirely, greets, your rub obedient, 

CLEMENS MULLER, 

With the introduction of this letter and a pre- 
vious statement that Muller’s sons, Hugo and 
Clewens, had written her a formal warning in 
March from the oifice of Sigismund Kaufmann 
not to marry their father, the counsel for the 
prosecution relinquished the witness to the 
tender mercies of Col. Ingersoll. The counsel 
for the defense arose slowly, and, leaning on 
the bar, beumed reassuringly on the plaintiff. 
His voice a8 well aa his smile was cal- 
culated to win her confidence, and with 
oily and dexterous questions he tried to 
lead her into an admission that she 
knew from tbe first that Mr. Muller had an 
insane wife, from whom he was not divorced. 
Miss Cammerer returned Col. Ingersoll’s smile 
with one of corresponding sweetuess, and, with 
an ussumption of nsiveté that was admirable, 
parried his every thrust. She repeatedly de- 
clared that no one had told her at that time 
that Mr. Muller had a wife, and that she had 
never for a moment doubted that he was a wid- 
ower. Even when she had visited his house 
and with his niece, Aurelia, had com- 
mented on the “sweet face” of his por- 
trait and its “likeness to Gen. Grant,” it never 
occurred to her that the companion portrait on 
the wall was that of any one but his dead wife. 
When asked why she had vot made an inquiry 
as to the truth of the statement that Muller 
had a wife living, which was mado to her in 
January, 1886, she exclaimed, dramatically: 

‘““Mr. Ingersoll, I was waiting for Mr, Muller’s 
statement and I wouldn’t believe the universe 
against him!” 

“And yet,” commented the eminent counsel, 
**you had known this man hardly three months 
and had seen hii only about four times?” 

But this did not phase her in the least, and 
with the utmost inzenuonusness she reiterated 
ner faithin her ancient lover. When pressed 
by Col. Ingersoll to tell whether or not Mrs. 
Richter, who first conveyed the intelligence to 
her that Muller’s wife lived, had not also goue 
into a detailed account of the whole matter, 
Miss Cammerer said: 

“The revelation so shocked me that every- 
thing else Mra. Richter may have said was a 
blank!” 

“Did you not know before this that Muller 
had been married?” asked Col. Ingersoll. 

“Ob, certalnly,” was the reply. “Why, how 
else vould he have children?” 

Col. Ingersoll finally obtained the admission 
that Muller had never represented to her that 
his wife was dead, but she supplemented this 
with the information that he always spoke of 
his wifein ‘“‘the past tense,” and added this 
statement: 

“Why, Mr. Ingersoll, @ man could not aska 
woman to marry him unless he was single!” 

“After the cbarge had been made against 
Muller and he had written to you about it, did 
he deny anything in his letter?” was asked, 

“Ah, but [trusted him,’ wasthereply. ‘If 
there had been anything wrong he would have 
told me.” 

Witn regard to her motive in visiting Lawyer 
Malesy’s office with Muller, she said that she 
wont there merely to give ber name, at Muller’s 
request, and thut she was ‘nota Dit suspl- 
cious,” and trusted to Muller implicitly. She 
received with speechless indignation Col. Inger- 
8oll’s interrogation as to whether she had uot 
gone there to sign a contract to marry Muller 
whenever his wife should die. When she re- 
covered her voice, ii was to make a most em- 
phatio denial. With regard to Muller giving 
her money, she said that once or twice she bad 
found a tive-dollar gold piece in her purse after 
be had left her, but that she had always 
told him he must not do euch @ thing 
again. She admitted that she had told 
Muller that she ‘‘couldn’t wait forever 
for a man,” and that she had agreed to 
marry him as s00n as the divorce papers were 
produced, but she stoutly maintained against 
all cross-examination that she believed to the 
end that the divorce had been obtained before 
Mutler’s proposition of marriage. When asked 
if she did act know that such papers were al- 
ways kept on record, she deftly dodged benind 
her favorite fortress: ‘I don’t know anything 
about the law.”

MUOH PROPERTY IN DANGER. 


A STUBBORN FIRE IN A GREAT S8TOR- 
AGE WAREHOUSE. 


Property worth at least $800,000 was in 
jeopardy yesterday morning from a fire which 
broke out at 7 o’clock in O’Reilly Brothers’ 
storage warehouses, 109 to 123 East Forty- 
fourth-street and 436 and 438 Lexington- 
avenue. The buildings are devoted to storage, 
except four floors on the Lexington-avenue 
side, which are occupied by Thomas Berry, fore- 
man for the O'Reillys; Messrs. M. J. & T. J. 
O’ Reilly, members of the firm, and F, E. West- 
brook, a retired merchant. Fortunately for the 
firm, the buildings 109 to 119, which run back 


tifty feet further than the others, are cutoff 
from 121 by a fire-proof wall pierced with 1ron 
doors on each floor. 

The fire started in a storage room on the 
fourth floor, in the angle between 119 and 121. 
Luckily the floors above were so constructed 
that the flames found a vent upward and 
through the roof by a shaft, as the fremen, 
Summoned by three alarms, were impeded in 
their efforts to reach the core of the fire by the 
narrow and tortuous passages and the over- 
packed rooms in the vicinity of those that were 
on fire. They were, however, able at 7:30 
o’clock to use @ dozen streams of water to such 
advantage as to check the fire in ten minutes, 
and the danger to the immense buildings and 
their contents was over at 8 o'clock, 

A deluge had nevertheless to be poured into 
the building long afterward, go that the water 
ran in streams through every doce and reached 
the apartments on Lexington-avenue. The fire 
gutted sixteen rooms, or a space 20 feet square 
from the fourth floor to the roof, and much 
damage was done by smoke, but the main logs 
will be by water in the main building. The 
Messrs. O’Reilly will not collect more than 
$8,000 on their insurance on the buildings, 
which foots up $120,000. About $3,000 damage 
was done by water in the apartmente on Lex- 
ington-avenue, and fire did $9,000 or $10,000 
damage jn the store rooms. he loss by water 
and smoke on other goods in storage is roughly 
estimated at from $40,000 to $45,000, so that 
the total loss will be $65,000. 

The most interesting incident of the fire was 
the work of the Fire Insurance Patrol under 
Superintendent Abram C. Hull, lt became 
necessary to call up all of the second, third, 
and fourth divisions and use 280 vovers, which 
were nearly all hauled into the buildings by a 
new hoisting invention. So quickly was this 
done that, although there was a small army of 

atrolmen, the covers came more quickly than 
hey could spread them. Patrol No. { was 
taken from Murray-street snd put in Great 
Jones-street, where it became for the time 
Patrols Nos. 1, 2, and 8,and was respousible 
for the city from Thicty-fourth-street to the 
Battery. 

The losses of those who stored goods in the 
buildings are individually insured, and O’Reilly 
— will not have a listof them for several 

ays. 





PARK BOARD MEETING. 








COMMISSIONER ROBB’S RESOLUTION TO 
REGULATE APPOINTMENTS. 


Park Commissioner J. Hampden Robb called 
up his resolution which seeks to take the ap- 
pointment of Park Department employes out of 
politics at yesterday’s meeting of the board. 
This measure provides that persone seeking 
appointments outside of the civil service places 
must first get a certificate of fitness from the 
Superintendent of Parks or from the Superin- 
tendents of the Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fourth Wards. Just before the question was 


called up Superintendent Parsons had recom- 
mended the discharge of four carpenters for 
incom petency. 

“ That’s just the point I make,” said Commis- 
sioner Robb, whois a County Democrat. * Let 
these politicians dump their poor material into 
the Public Works Department or somewhere 
else, but let us insist that they bring good stuff 
here. My experience is that they always have 
pene, of good men, if they'll only produce 
then.”’ 

Mr. Robb asked for the passage of his reso- 
lution, but President Hutchins, whose power 
will be curtailed by it, and Commissioner Gal- 
lup, the Tammany member, wanted it to go 
over until Commissioner Borden, who is ill, 
could be present. 

The board reconsidered the award of the 
contract for regulating and grading Third- 
avenue from One Hundred and Seventieth- 
street to Fordham. The Controller decided 
that Alliston, Gerry & Co.’s bid of $83,700 for 
the work was unbalanced, and on his recom- 
mendation the previous action was rescinded, 
Theodore P. Huffman & Co. got the contract for 
furnishing the devartment hay, straw, corn, 
oats, and bran at $5,347 50. 

The proposed railroad across Central Park at 
Lighty-tifth-street was the subject of some dis- 
cussion, but no action was taken. The board is 
waiting for an opinion from the Corporation 
Counsel as to tho interpretation of the law 
bearing on the matter. This opinion was asked 
for some time ago. The questionof running 
the Park stages on a time schedule instead of 
holding them until four passengers are obtained 
Was discussed, and Superintendent Parsons was 
asked to report upon the question. A report 
was made by Commissioner Gallup favoring a 
bridge instead of atunnel across the Harlem 
River at Macomb’s Dam. The board wants this 
matter taken out of its hand and turned over to 
the Department of Public Works. 





HIS LAST DAY’S WORK. 


MR. COLEMAN IS NOW EX-STREET CLEAN- 
ING COMMISSIONER. 


Mayor Grant ia having a hard time of it try- 
ing to select a successor to Commissioner of 
Street Cleaning Coleman. The place has been 
offered to several men of prominence, but the 
$6,000 salary that goes withit and the man- 
ifold requirements of the department have 
barred the way to their acceptance. Gen. Em- 
mons Clark, to whom the place was offered, sent 


a letter to the Mayor yesterday declining the 
appointment. 

The Mayor says that he will fill the place as 
speedily as possible, but he will take time 
enough to selecta man who will fit the place. 
Corporation Counsel Clark has advised him 
that Acting Commissioner of Street Cleaning 
Robbins can legally attend to all the business 
oft the ottice until Mr. Coleman’s successor is 
appointed. 

Mr. Coleman is now ex-Commiasioner. He 
put in his last dayin the oftice yesterday.

OHARGES OF BRIBERY. 


A STORY INVOLVING “AL” DAGGETT 
AND SENATOR BIRKETT. 


Although Franklin Woodruff was elected 
Chairman of the Kings County Republican Gen- 
eral Committee on Tuesday night, his victory 
did not put a quietus on the charges of fraud 
and bribery which have been freely circulated 
for weeks. Both sides maintained yesterday that 
the other side had used money to purchase the 
delegates, and the Woodruff people alleged that 
“Al” Daggett had given one delegate $400 in 
cash and $600 in notes indorsed by Senator 


Birkett to win his influence. The atory went 
that Woodruff had obtained possession of these 
notes and threatened to make them public if 
Baldwin was not withdrawn. 

This is simply the repetition in detail of a 
charge made some time ago and denied by both 
sides. Yesterday Senator Birkett denied it 
again. ‘It is totally false,” he said. ‘I bribed 
os man with notes, checks, cash, or anything 
else,” 

It leaked out, however, that he and Daggett 
went to Woodruff’s house late on Monday 
wage and there met Naval Officer Willis. Woud- 
ruff, it 19 said, produced these notes and de- 
manded Baldwin’s withdrawal. Daggett and 
Birkett, according to this story, agreed to the 
proposition, but if they did they must have re- 
canted, for Baldwin staid in the fight until the 
last minute. 

Mr. Woodruff refused point blank to talk 
about the affair. “It’s a bad business,” he 
finally said, “ and you had better see Daggett.” 
The latter pretended to be bound by a pledge of 
secrecy made to Woodruff. “I am willing to 
talk, however.” he suid, “ and tell all that took 
place at that conference if you can get permis- 
sion from Woodruff and Willis.” 

Another feature of the story was that the 
Baldwin people had consulted ex-Judge Troy 
late on Monday in reference to having Wood- 
ruff arrested for bribery, but Judge Troy said 
yesterday that the subject talked of would, if 
made public, prove of no interest whatever.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE DIET KITCHEN 
ASSOCIATION. 


The annual meoting of the New-York Diet 
Kitchen Association was held at the residence 
of Mrs. Frederick F. Thompson, 283 Madison- 
avenue, yesterday. About thirty of the man- 
agers and a dozen or more visiting ladies were 
present. Vice President Mrs. Charles H. Ward 


presided. Theannual report was read by Mrs. 
Josephine B. White. [t gave the aggregate 
work done by the five kitcbens as follows: 


“* The total number of the sick poor who received 
the diet during the Feo year is 14,818, the largest 
number at any one kitchen in a single day ng 
102. The number of a for food made by 
visiting physicians is 103,726. These physicians 
are usually connected with dispensaries, but the re- 
questa of others on behalf of their worthy poor have 
been cheerfully granted. Many of these deserving 
cases have come to us through the agents of the 
Charity Organization Society, in whose indorse- 
ment we have full confidence. 

“The total receipts of the Diet Kitchen Associa- 
tion during the year, including a balance from last 
year’s account of $4,793 20, were $11,889 81. The 
total sum expended for the five kitchens, including 
matrons’ salaries, supplies, and repairs, was 
$8,112 84, leaving & balance in the treasury San. 1, 
1890, of $3,771 97. Of the above expenditures 
$4,146 05 was for milk alone. With the exception 
of $1,000 from the City Treasury no large sums 
were received.” 

The association has $3,500 invested in bond 
and mortgage as the nucleus of an endowment 
fund, but no additions have been made to it 
during the year. 

The Treasurer’s report was read, and detailed 
reports were given of the work at each of the 
five diet kitchens. These are situated at 269 
Third-avenue, corner Thirty-sixth-street and 
Ninth-avenue, 187 Centre-street, 722 East 
Sixth-street, and 99 Varick-street. 

Tne following officers were elected: Presi- 
dent—Mrs. A. H. Gibbons; First Vice Presi- 
dent—Mrsa.

HEBREW CHARITABLE WORK 


MANY PERSONS AIDED—THE QUESTION 
OF IMMIGRATION DISCUSSED. 


The Board of Relief of the United Hebrew 
Charities of this city has circulated its fifteenty 
annual report, for the year ending Octo 
1889. It shows the work of this influential 
charitable organization and how widespread 
are its influences. The statement of its Execu: 
tive Committee, composed of Henry Rice, 
Morris Tuska, Benjamin Russak, J. H. Hoffman, 


John Rau, M. Rindskopf, and L. S. Isaacs, is of 
much interest to all persons concerned in simi- 
lar undertakings. It says that witbin the last 
ten years the disbursements of the society have 
been more than doubled. In the year ending 
May, 1879, the total relief distributed amounted 
toa little more than $35,000; last year the ex- 
penditures were more than $72,000. 

Last year’s work included action on 3,428 
new applications, of which 2,393 were investi- 
gated more thanonce. In this total of appli- 
cations there were 14,440 persons. Transient 
relief was given to 1,352 persons, employment 
provided for 2,531, transportation for 2,381, 
making @ total of 19,441 persons who have re- 
ceived the benefits of the society, exclusive of 
those who have been landed at Castile Garden 
as immigrants. The report continues: 


“Among the persons aided were 441 widows, 479 
people over sixty yearsof age, and 434 sufferers 
from chronic or incurable diseases. Of the 3,429 
families whose applications were investigated 
1,561 were assisted once, 472 twice, 274 three 
times, 182 four times, 240 from five to seven times, 
153 from eight to eleven times, 286 more than eleven 
times; 260 were refused relief. The nationalities 
of the familiee were: Americans, 64; Austrians, 
822; Danes, 1: English, 58; French, 6: Germans, 
692; Dutch, 42; Italians, 2; Moors, 4: Portugnese, 
3; Roumanians, 157; Russians, 1,559; Swedes, 2: 
Swiss, 1; Turks, 12; West Indians, 4.” 


Concerning the finances of the society the re- 
port says that the year was begun witha cash 
balance of nearly $5,000. It was necessary to 
expend a larger sum than any previous year, 
and the result is that the treasury is reduced to 
a few doliars over the emergency fund, which 
was contributed by some gentlemen for a 
special purpose. At present the sole permanent 
resource covers less than one-third of the vut- 
lay, and a committee is needed to wait upon 
every Jewish resident of the city who can iend 
financial ald to the society. This interesting 
statement is made concerning immigration: 


“ The arrivals of Jewish immigrants in New-York 
Were as follows: 1885, 18.535; 1886, 27.348; 1887, 
25,738; 1888, 29,602; 1889, 22,674. More than 70 
per cent. remained in New-York; the rest departed 
for various regions, but many wandered back to 
this city in hopes of finding here the profitalle em- 
ployment which they did not seem to gain elae- 
where. Vigorous remonstrance in the press and 
thorough private channels prevented a greater in- 
finx, and we have reason to believe that the situa- 
tion is at last understood in Europe. 

“There is a decided improvement in the Jewish 
immigrant. He is better fitted to cope with the 
social and commercial conditions of this land, he ia 
better informed as to its demand and resources. 
The statute that forbids the landing of paupers 
and others who are unable to care for themscives 
has seldom been invoked in reference to our breth- 
ren; of the entire number landed, only twenty.

In regard tothe employment of the benefl- 
claries of the society the report says that start- 
ing the year with 108 persons awaiting places, 
applications were received from 3,078, and em 
ployment was found for 2,531. 








MISS} WRIGHT'S ANSWER. 





SHE CHARGES THAT SHE IS THE YIGe« 
TIM OF A CONSPIRACY. 


Ex-Judge Nelson J. Waterbury, counsel fos 
Miss Susan Wright, the Principal of Grammar 
School No. 5, against whom various charges 
were made by the teachers of the primary de- 
partment, submitted last night at the meeting 
of the Trustees of the Eighteenth Ward an 


addition to Miss Wright’s answer to the charges. 
It was to this effect: 


“T further distinctly allege that the charges now 
being considered are the result of a conspiracy be- 
tween one of the Trustees of the common schools 
for the Eighteenth Ward, some of the teachers in 
the primary department of school No. 50, in said 
ward, and other persons, originated and prosecuted 
for the purpose of injuring the Principal of that 
department, and ask that I may be allowed to sub. 
mit evidence by cross-examination of witness 
againsy and by witness called in my behalf, ta 
prove this fact, as a part of my defense.” 
The Trustee referred tois A. G. Vanderpoel. 
Lawyer Waterbury supplemented Miss Wright's 
statement by a littlespeech. He said he wag 
not willing to proceed with the case without be- 
ing permitted to ae that a conspiracy had 
existed and that the charges were actuated by 
malice. Chairman Fanning said that a decision 
on the motion would be reserved until the next 
meeting.
